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FOREWORD 


A remarkable estate was distributed between 1827 and 
1858. It established the descent of 955 people from two 
couples--John and Sarah Ball, and William and Elizabeth 
Richards. In the 1730s those families lived in adjoin- 
ing Amity and Douglass townships in (then) Philadelphia 
County, Pennsylvania. They were the grandparents of 
Joseph Ball whose estate it was. 

The key documents are two lists of beneficiaries, the 
first compiled in 1826 and the second from 1856 to 1858. 
The lists named family relationships. For example, nine 
George Custers were identified. 

The estate information is most welcome because it 
covered a time when Americans were travelling west in 
large numbers, when handwriting and spelling varied, 
when families were large, when middle names were just 
coming into use, and when public records were fragmen- 
tary. All of those factors often make it. difficult to 
trace family history accurately in the first half of the 
19th century. 

Ball Cousins is designed to organize data from the 
estate records in order to make it useful for genealogy 
researchers. Material from other sources has been added 
and identified.

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CHAPTER I 


THE COLONIAL FAMILIES 


BARNABAS WILLCOX, ROPEMAKER 


Bristol, England, was a bustling seaport in the last 
half of the 17th century because it was the home port 
for many ships sailing the American routes. These ves- 
sels required much rope of different lengths, sizes and 
types. Barnabas Willcox was a prosperous ropemaker in 
Bristol. He was also an active member of the Religious 
Society of Friends, which in the 1680s was subject to 


persecution by the Crown. In 1682 Barnabas decided to 
have a look at Penn's’ new province. With him he took 
his younger son, Joseph, 13 years old. At the time, 


Pennsylvania was literally a wilderness, where people 

lived on the ships at anchor in the Delaware River or in 
caves in the river bank. However, there was no lack of 
vision or optimism. William Penn, the proprietor, was 
there on his first visit, and he personally encouraged 
Barnabas Willcox to settle. In 1701 this was recalled 
by Joseph in a letter to Wm. Penn concerning some Phila- 
delphia lots. 


When my Father first left ye land of his nativity, and all 
his family (save myself) behind him therein, he came with 
a design both to see this country, and to understand what 
encouragement would be given him by thee, to remove his 
family from the sweet and pleasant settlement he had of 
his own in England; and indeed, I must do thee the justice 
to say, that after thou understood him to be a person of 
an estate; and withall his occupation such as might render 
him very serviceable to the country, thou wast not wanting 
in such obliging expressions, as were very encouraging to 
aman of his temper; and particularly in this, that he 
should be accomodated with lots in the town, as tho' he 
had been one of thy first purchasers.* Insomuch, as that 
when he intended to purchase but eight hundred acres of 
land; thou persuaded him to buy 1000 acres... . [the 
surveying] being dispatched, we hastened for England, and 
in about eight months time returned with ye whole family . 

. my Father being fatigued, & hurried, with the trou- 
ble and cumber incident to new settlements, especially 
with great familys... .1 ‘ 


* "First Purchasers" were given two free lots, one on Front 
Street and one on High Street when they bought 1000 acre 
warrants. 
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For his home plantation Barnabas selected a site 
"across the Schuykill",an area now part of Philadelphia. 
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Besides Barnabas and Joseph, the Willcox family in- 
cluded the mother, Sarah; an older son, George; and 
daughters Hester(Esther), Hannah and Abigail. Another 
daughter, Rachel, was born in Pennsylvania. 

By 1685 a ropewalk was in operation. In that year 
William Penn included in a letter to the Free Society of 
Traders in England the statement, "we have also a Rope- 
walk made by B. Willcox, and cordage for shipping al- 
ready spun at it.'"2 It was one of the first manufactur- 


ing enterprises in Pennsylvania. The ropewalk was at 
the north side of Philadelphia, running westward from 
Front. to Third, snorthuorevinesscerecc. Several items in 


the minutes of the Provincial Council pertain to its lo- 
cation and enlargement .3 

At a ropewalk a spinner had a large bundle of fiber 
(usually hemp) loosely gathered around his waist. From 
the bundle he pulled out a few fibers and attached them 
to a hook in a turning-wheel, which was stationary and 
was worked by an assistant. He then walked slowly back- 
ward down the rope-ground, gradually drawing out or reg- 
ulating the pulling out of the fibers to make an equal 
yarn which received the necessary whirl. There were 
other operations of measuring, retwisting, and tarring. 

Besides furnishing the much-needed rope, Barnabas was 
a valuable citizen in other ways. The Provincial Coun- 
cil in 1687 on hearing a petition about the road from 
Radnor to the ferry of -Philadelphia ordered Barnabas 
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Willcox and others to "view, or agree upon" a road from 
Radnor to the ferry.5 Barnabas was a member of the 
Assembly in 1685, and a Justice of the Peace for the 
years 1686, 1687, and 1689.6 

From the first, Barnabas Willcox was active in all 
Meeting activities. In 1684 Thomas Ducket and Barnaby 
Willcox were to arrange a "burying place" for "School- 
kill" meeting. In the minutes of the Philadelphia Quart- 
erly Meeting of -the second day of the first month 
1684/85, Willcox and Duckett were asked to apply for two 
acres of land for a burying place on the other side of 
Schuykill, andthis land was granted for a graveyard near 
Duckett's house (about where Market and 32nd Streets now 
intersect). A short time later the Quarterly Meeting 
placed Duckett and Willcox on the committee to oversee 
the building of the new meeting house in Center Square, 
Phaladelphia mM rospesl0nxasourteandsl4 ft.iito, roof, On 
the 27th of the sixth month in 1686 it was agreed that 
the Centre Square Meeting-house be now taken care of. 
"Barnabas Wilcox offers to speak to work-men that are 
fit to be concerned, to cover the Centre Meeting-house. 
Griffith Jones offers to give credit to provide shingles, 
and@oraWilicoxethe nails... std 

Philadelphia Monthly Meeting minutes record the bur- 
ial of Barnabas Willcox on the 14th day of the 7th month 
(September) in 1690, in the Friends' burying ground. He 
left no will. His two sons and John Bristow filed the 
following non-cupative (oral) will: 


We whose names are underwritten doe declare that the ab- 
solute will and desire of Barnabas Willcox dec'd was whilest 
he was alive and in p'fect health and memory (as we have 
heard him oftentimes declare) that all the real and p'sonal 
estate that it had pleased God to endue him withall, should 
be equally divided amongst his children, the youngest having 
sufficient allowed them out of the whole to educate and bring 
them up, and this we doe declare & affirm that his real will 
and desire was that his dear wife Sarah Willcox should have 
the possession and occupation of whole estate during her life, 
and that she should have full power to dispose of either of 
her childrens respective shares to either of her children re- 
spectively, if she in her wisdom should see occasion and the 
whole to be disposed of as above (viz't) that each first or 
last may or might have alike after her decease (viz't) what 
shall then remain thereof, And this we declare was his real 
will and desire as witness our hands this 20th of the seventh 
month called September.

1690, fourth day of eighth month, Sarah Willcox, "Widow" 
was appointed Administratrix of her husband's estate, her 
sureties being her sons George and Joseph.8 
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In Philadelphia Monthly Meeting records it says that 
Sarah Willcox was buried the 21st day of the 9th month, 
1692. She left this detailed will: 


Be it known to all men by these presents that I Sarah Willcox 
of Scoolkill in the county of Philadelphia being sole admin- 
istratrix of my deceased husband Barnabas Willcox and now 
being very jerke and weak of body but of perfect memory and 
understanding do make this my Last will and testament. 


First of all as it is the dutie of all Christian men and 
women I freely resigne up my Spirit to God that gave it and 
comit my body to the ground from whence it came to be buried 
in decent order when the Lord shall so dispose it. 


Secondly I doe constitute and make my two sones George and 
Joseph to be the Executors of this my Last will and testament. 


Thirdly in the prosecution of that which was my deceased hus- 
bands Last will it is also my desire and will that all the 
Estate that my deceased husband was possessed of and that ILI 
am now posess of shall have an equal dividend made betwixt my 
children but because my daughter Rachell being the yongest 
and most of all incapable and helpless will have occasion of 
a consideration in order to her breeding and Education, it is 
my desire and will that she shall have assigned her for her 
maintenance and portion or share as to her part of the whole 
the moiety or half of the mill which my husband purchased of 
Wm. Clayton and whereas the said mill being now to be new 
built which will be so considerable a charge that for some 
years it will not so cleare itself as to bring in any profit 
towards the maintenance of the said Rachell, I do therefore 
allot and order to my said daughter Rachell the sum of forty 
pounds in money out of the whole to be paid to the person 
with whom I have hereafter left the care and tuition of her 
before any division be made in order to defraying the charges 
of the said new mill and whereas my daughter Abigail being 
not so come to years of understanding and ability as to be 
yet capable of helping herself so well as those of my chil- 
dren who are Elder.can without some assistance and Education 
I doe therefore signifie that it is my will that the said 
Abigall shall have out of the whole the sum of twenty pounds 
before any dividend be made which shall be kept by the Execu- 
tors to be disposed of for her good according to their dis- 
cretions joyntly and to cleare and prevent all mistakes touch- 
ing this third clause of my said will and that all misunder- 
standing and misconstruction may be avoided and consequently 
a right apprehention be embraced and right methods followed 
I doe signifie that my will is tha first of all the said 
mill be allotted to my daughter Rachell with the said forty 
pounds as above and that to be accomplished as her full share 
without further claims and that next the said twenty pounds 
be taken by the Executors for the use of Abigaill which being 
done the whole estate to be equally divided between my five 
children (viz) George, Joseph, Hester, Hanah, and Abigaill. 
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Allwaies and nevertheless be it remembred that whereas my 
sones Geo: and Joseph hath had some part already confirmed to 
them by my said husband it was his will and is also mine that 
the same be reconed to them as so much in part out of the 
whole by them received. 


Fourthly I doe ,comit and appoint the care and tuition of my 
yongest daughter Rachell to my sone Joseph whome also I 
appoint to receive the said money in order to the building of 
the said mill and that he receive the profits of the said mill 
for the Education of the said child till shee com of age and 
that then the said mill with the profits thereof acrew to the 
said Rachell her heirs and assignes forever. 


Fifthly it is my will and desire that if either of my children 
who are now unmaried shall happen to dye before they are mar- 
yed and shall have any part or all their said share remain- 
ing unspent that the same be equally divided among my surviv- 
ing children. 


Sixthly and lastly, I doe desire and appoint my trusty and 
well beloved friends John Bristow of Chester and Paul Saunders 
of Scoolkill to be assistants to my Executors for the perform— 
ance of my last will and testament. 


Signed and sealed with my own hand this 20th day of the 4th mo:

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Joseph's statement that Penn welcomed settlers of 
such "an estate" as Barnabas Willcox was no exaggeration. 
The inventory with its houses and plantations, mill, 
slaves and silver is evidence of a family of substance. 

James Logan seemed to think the family too strong in 
the spring of 1706 when he wrote in a letter to Wm. Penn: 
"J Willcox is Mayor his father-in-law* was Last year, 
his brother that is to be in a few days viz E: Shippen** 
was first& 2nd ,;4e Hise BrotnernsA wMorris<** 730 emsom chac 
it has still been in that family, And by the conjunction 
of E S with that family they are now very strong, and 
grow more so every day."10 

70 years later a grandson of Barnabas and Sarah-- 
Samuel Rhoads--was succeeded as Mayor of Philadelphia by 
a great-grandson of Barnabas and Sarah--Samuel Powel. 
Powel was known as the "Patriot Mayor" because he was 
the last mayor before the Revolution and the first mayor 
after the Revolution. His home has been preserved as a 
Philadelphia landmark. 

Although Barnabas and Sarah Willcox have no descend- 
ants named Willcox, there are thousands of descendants 
who have made remarkable contributions not only to Penn- 
sylvania but to all of America. 


CHILDREN OF BARNABAS AND SARAH WILLCOX 

English Friends Records of Bristol and Somersetshire 
Quarterly Meeting (births 1644-1725) show Barnabas and 
Sarah the parents of George, Joseph, Hester and Abigail 
Willcox on the dates shown below. The parents are shown 
as members of the Bristol Monthly Meeting.1ll

2. Joseph Willcox was born on the 19th day of the 
fourth month of 1669 in Bristol, England. Philadelphia 
Monthly Meeting records show that he married Ann Powell 
around 25 1lmo 1686/7.13 Ann was the daughter of Joan 
Powell, widow, who married Griffith Jones. Joseph died 


*Griffith Jones was Mayor 1704-5. He was stepfather of Ann 
(Powell) Willcox. 

**kEdward Shippen was Mayor 1701-3. He married Esther (Willcox) 
(Freeland) James in 1706. 

*kkAnthony Morris "2nd" (1654-1721) was Mayor 1703-4. He mar- 
ried in 1676 Mary Jones, stepsister of Joseph Willcox's wife Ann. 
[Ed. note: Their grandchildren, Mary and Anthony Morris, married 
respectively Samuel and Sarah Powell, children of Samuel Powell 
and Abigail Willcox. ] 
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intestate with the administration of his estate taking 
place in 1721.14 His only son, Joseph, had died young 
(buried 16 llmo 1695).15° Ann,Willcox, widow of Joseph, 
was buried 17 1lmo 1733/34,16 and her will was probated 
12 4mo 1734. 1’ The will named the following: daughters 
(and executors) Sarah Bryant and Ann Phillips, grand- 
daughter Rebecca Phillips, brother Joseph Jones, grand- 
son Willcox Phillips, friend Jenkin Jones, and "cousins" 
Daniel Willcox, Elizabeth Ballard(Pollard?), and Ann

Joseph Willcox was a leader of the Province. He man- 
aged the family's ropewalk; the inventory of his estate 
listed "ropemaker's tools". He was a member of the 
Assembly in 1702, 1706-9, 1711 and 1717. He was elected 
Mayor of Philadelphia by Common Council on October 2, 
1705, and served his term.!8 John Frederick Lewis wrote 
of Joseph Willcox: "He was especially prominent as a 
Quaker, and seems to have been universally trusted and 
respected." 

3. Esther/Hester Willcox was born the 30th day of the 
sixth month 1673. She married, first, William Freeland, 
after April 1694 as she was listed as Esther Willcox 
that date in her brother George's will. Freeland's will 
was proved March 18, 1697/98 2 It named wife Esther, 
daughters Susanna and Rebecca, and appointed his wife 
sole executrix requesting her brother, Joseph Willcox, 
to assist her. Susanna for certain and Rebecca probably 
were by a former marriage. Freeland instructed his exec- 
utrix to put Susanna out to apprentice until she attained 
18 and made provision for Rebecca "when 18 or married." 

Esther married, second, Philip James, a cooper by 
trade but identified as a merchant in his will. His 
Witim owas eawrebtens iin March ul702) )tandeproved July 1, 
1702. 21 rt named daughters Abigail and Sarah and "dear, 
tender wife" Esther. Joseph Willcox, brother, was named 
a trustee. Again, Esther was a widow with two step- 
daughters. Philip James specified: "My will is that my 
Said daughters shall be subject and yield obedience to 
my wife. . ." He also made provision "if wife is now or 
ate stime of ‘death with ‘child.” " Indeed; "alson/ Philip, 
was born in August, 1702,22 after his father's death. 

Esther married, . third, Edward Shippen in 1706. He 
was twice Esther's age and, like Esther, had been married 
twice before. Shippen was born in England in 1639. He 
went to Boston in 1668 where he prospered until he mar- 
ried a Quakeress, Elizabeth Lybrand, and joined the Soci- 
ety of Friends. Banished from Boston, he moved to Phila- 
delphia where he held almost every office: Assemblyman 
and Speaker, Member of the Provincial Council from 1696 
until his death, first Mayor’of Philadelphia (two terms), 
Justice of the Peace, Judge of the Supreme Court, and ex 
officio Deputy Governor of Pennsylvania. TML6Y Sethe 
built a large house on the west side of Second Street 
north of Spruce. Of him it was said, "hehad the biggest 
house, the biggest coach, and the biggest belly of any 
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man in the Province."23 

Edward Shippen's descendants are from the children by 
the first wife. He and Esther had two sons. John, an 
infant;..died.24910mo L707. William was born 3 8mo 1708 
and died (without issue) 3 12mo 1730. Edward Shippen 
was buried 3 8mo 1712, and Esther Shippen was buried 
7 6mo 1724, both in the Friends' burying ground.24 

Esther's son, Philip James, died about the same time 
as his mother, unmarried. The will of Philip James, sad- 
dler, son of Philip James, cooper, was made in 1723 and 
mentioned his sister, Sarah Beaumont, and his mother, 
Esther Shippen. The will was probated August 3, 172425 

4, Hannah Willcox was not listed in the Bristol Month- 
ly Meeting births. The order of children listed in 
Sarah Willcox's will suggested that Hannah was probably 
the fourth child, which would mean she was born around 
16.7.5. Hannah married John Roades in 1692. For details 
on this family, see "John Roades, Yeoman". 

5. Abigail Willcox was born on the 28th of the sev- 
enth month of 1679. She married Samuel Powell the 3lst 
of the eleventh month in 1700. 26 Powell had come to 
Pennsylvania in 1685 at the age of 12. He came with his 
aunt and uncle, John and Ann Parsons. Parsons was a car- 
penter, and Samuel was trained in that trade. He inher- 
ited the estate of John and Ann, and he became a promi- 
nent builder and architect. When he married Abigail 
Willcox, William Penn was at the wedding. Samuel was an 
elder of the Friends Meeting, a member of the Common 
Council, and: lived until):27, 6mo-1756, ageus3e. elt isssard 
he owned more than 90 houses. He devised the land for 
the Pine Street Meeting House.2/ Abigail was buried 
6 7mo 1713, not yet 34 years of age.28 

Children of Samuel and Abigail Powell: (1) Samuel Pow- 
ell was born 26 12mo 1704/5. He married 9 9mo 1732, 
Mary Morris (1713-1759) daughter of Anthony and Phoebe 
(Guest) Morris. (2) Deborah Powell was born 24 8mo 1706 
and married Joshua Emlen around 27 10mo 1728. (3) Sarah 
Powell was born 29 4mo 1713, and died 10 2mo 1751. She 
married Anthony Morris (1705-1780) “of Peckham", son of 
Anthony and Phoebe (Guest) Morris. They married around 
26 12mo 1730/31. Two daughters, both named Ann, died in 
childhood. 29 Samuel and Abigail Powell were the ances- 
tors of many distinguished Pennsylvanians, including a 
grandson, Samuel Powel (1739-1793), who was the last 
Mayor of Philadelphia (1775) under the charter of 1701 
and the first Mayor of Philadelphia under the Republic 30 

6. Rachel Willcox was born in Pennsylvania in 1685. 
She married Elisha Gatchell around 1705. In the Pember- 
ton Papers there is a release dated August 27, 1706, by 
Joseph Willcox in connection with his father's estate 
that names George Willcox, deceased; Edward Shippen and 
Esther his wife, one of the daughters of Barnabas Will- 
cox; John Roades and Hannah his wife another of the 
daughters; Samuel Powell and Abigail his wife another of 
the daughters; and "Elisha Gatchell of Philadelphia

Cordwainer and Rachel his wife another of the daughters 
of the said Barnabas Willcox".3! They must have soon 


moved to E. Nottingham in Chester County. There were 
numerous references to Elisha Gatchell in the Minute 
Books of the province. He was very active in settling 
people. An example would be this entry from a meeting 


of the Commissioners of Property the 16th day of the 
second month, 1722: "Peter Higgat desires the grant of 
about 200 acres between Thomas Read and Thunder Hill. 
If Elisha Gatchill and the old Inhabitants think well of 
his settling there, Isaac Taylor may run some lines for 
him when he goes that way, and Peter must come up and 
give security to the office." 

By virtue of his office Elisha Gatchell was imprisoned 
by Maryland officers during the border dispute in 1722: 


The officers of Maryland having in June last seized and 
taken into Custody Isaac Taylor, Survey'r of Chester County, 
and Elisha Gatchel, a Justice of the Peace for the same 
county, under pretence of their having invaded the lands 
of or belonging to Maryland in Right of this Province; The 
said persons applied to the Comm'rs not long after, repre- 
senting that as they were most unjustly taken Prisoners for 
no other Cause than their acting in their Stations in the 
Service of the Prop'r of this Province, and are like to be 
at Charges which 'tis unreasonable they should defrey, see- 
ing the Trouble they are and shall be put to in their 
defence, is more than they can well bear, and it was then 
the Opinion of the Commissioners that some Money should be 
advanced to them out of the Prop'rs Estate to support and 
encourage them in defending their cause, . . 

It is considered that a further sum be A araneed to the 
said Isaac and Elisha, not exceeding Ten Pounds for the 
present, towards supporting their Charges under their Con- 
finem't in Cecil county, 33

JOHN ROADES, CORDWAINER 


Before he set foot in Pennsylvania, John Roades the 
elder had much invested there. He had bought land war- 
rants--enough that his oldest son, Adam, who came in 
1684, was listed as a Darby first settler 3°--and he had 
sent two sons. A younger son, John, who came as a "Sser- 
vant" in 1682, was part of the company of John Blunston. 

Derbyshire is in the heart of England, the "Midlands". 
It had many members early in the Religious Society of 
Friends. Among them were John and Elizabeth Roades of 
Windgreaves near Ripley, a village near Derby. Derby- 
shire Friends birth records name nine children of John 
and Elizabeth, beginning with Adam in 1660.36 

By trade a shoemaker, John Roades was a landowner and 
a descendant of an old Derbyshire family. Lady Eliza- 
beth Roades and her son John Roades of Sturton were per- 
secuted through taxation in 1661 and 1670. The "Book of 
Sufferings" shows a John Roades was fined twenty pounds 
and six shillings and had taken from him grain, shoes, 
leather, corn, hay, household goods, and working goods. 
Lady Roades was taken for tythes in 1688 and 1689. 37 
The maiden name of Elizabeth, wife of John Roades, Cord- 
wainer, is said to have been Jessup.78 

In the Midlands of England, the colony of Pennsylvan- 
ia was encouraged by a friend of William Penn, John 
Blunston, who headed a group of emigrating Friends from 
many towns in the adjoining counties of Derby and Not- 
tingham. Blunston brought to America in 1682 his Certi- 
ficate of Removal from the Derby Monthly Meeting, "made" 
garments, linen, serges, "Norwich stuffs", coverlets, 
haberdashery wares, wrought iron, shot, window glass ?? 
and--most important of all--young men. That group set- 
tled across the Schuykill River from Philadelphia in 
Chester (now Delaware) County, and Blunston represented 
them on "them Provincial council? Adam Roades married 
Katharine, daughter of John Blunston, in Pennsylvania. 
John Roades the younger worked out his period of service, 
got his land, and bought additional. 

The prosperity of the sons must have prompted the emi- 
gration of the father. Sometime between 1692, when his 
daughter Elizabeth married Edward Dawes, and 1696, when 
he” bought sa’ lot in’ Philadelphia, von sRoades *enewetider 
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moved from England to Pennsylvania. No record of her 
death has been found, but it is usually assumed that 
Elizabeth Roades died in England.* Probably coming at 
the same time were sons, Jacob and Joseph, daughter Mary 
with her husband William Maltby, and daughter Elizabeth 
with her husband Edward Dawes. 

Although John Roades the elder seems to have lived in 
Philadelphia a short time, he moved to Chester County by 
1700. That area is now Delaware County. A number of 
Pennsylvania land transactions named John Roades. The 
earliest was: "Tho. Whitby's deeds dated 10th and 11th 
Aprill '82, for 500 acres, which s'd 500 acres and app's 
he convey'd by lease and rel., dated 22, 23 July 1687 to 
John Roades of Windgreave, in the County of Darby, Engl., 
Cordwainer .. 7 4%'".)40 

On 10 Aug 1689, Mr. Roades bought of Edward Farmer, 
of Philadelphia, another tract, containing one hundred 
and seventy~five acres.4l1 In 1696 he bought a lot of 
ground on High Street, Philadelphia. 42 On the 26th 6mo 
1698 "John Roades the elder of Philadelphia" conveyed to 
Edmund Cartledge 100 acres in Chester County, Pennsylvan- 
ia.43 An interesting sidelight showing the importance 
of actually being in Pennsylvania to protect your land 
interests and get good locations is the following entry: 


At a Sessions of the Commissioners at Philadelphia 29th 
7mo, 1702. 

Samuel Bradshaw, by Ind., purchased 500 acres dated 11th 
2mo., '82, and by Warrant dated 24, 6mo., '82, sold to John 
Bowne, of Long Island, in the Province of N. York, 240 acres 
which was laid out as by the Map in West T. Ch., but there 
being laid out to Tho. Whitby the said quantity in Newtown 
in right of his purchase of 500 acres, which purchase he Sold 
to John Roads, who likeing Bowne's Land better than his Own 
and Knowing said Bowne had little to Shew for the Survey took 
possession of the said Tract in West Town and Sold it to 
Aaron James who now possesses part of it, leaving that in 
Newtown to John Bowne, being the Tract in the Map ascribed to 
Thos. Whitby. 


Chester County records show that John Roades acknow- 
ledged a deed to Aaron James for 240 acres of land lying 
in West Towne, the deed bearing date the 12th 1lmo, 
1699/1700. Shortly before that, on 8 1lmo, 1699/1700 
Jacob Simcocke and Rebecca Harry acknowledged a deed to 


*There was a John Rods, wife and five children, living at Whorekill 
May 8, 1671. The name is also spelled Rots, Roods, and Roades in 
New York Historical Manuscripts: Dutch, Charles Gehring, ed., (Gene- 
alogical Pub. Co., Inc., Baltimore, 1977), Vol. XX-XXI "Delaware Pa- 
pers (English Period)". That John Roades served as a Justice at Up- 
land and also represented that area on the Provincial Council in the 
early years of the colony of Pennsylvania. No connection is known 
between the early settler on the Delaware and John Roades, Cordwainer. 
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John Roades for two tracts of land lying in the Township 
of Marple. 45 This was the plantation to which John 
Roades moved, and the land stayed in the family for hun- 
dreds of years. 

Darby Monthly Meeting records show John Roades’ the 
elder died 27 8mo 1701. He left the following will: 


In the name of God Amen’ this twentieth day of the eighth 
month in the year of our Lord Christ according to the English 
acct, one thousand seven hundred and one. I John Roades of 
Darby in the County of Chester & province of Pennsylvania 
cordwainer being of sound mind & perfect memory prased to 
Almighty God for the same do make ordain this my present test-— 
ament containing herein my last will in manner following that 
is to say, 

First. I commit my soul into ye hand of Almighty God my 
maker and Redeemer & my body to be buried insuch decent place 
& manner as to my friends and executors hereafter named shall 
seem convenient, and for that estate which I have in this 
world Real and Personall I give as followeth, viz: 

I will that all such debts as I owe of right to any person 
or persons be truely payd by my Executors hereinafter named 
without lett or contradice and after my debts payd & funeral 
expenses discharged the Remainder of my estate Real and per-—- 
sonall I give as followeth. 

Imps. I give & Bequeath unto my youngest son Joseph Roads 
all my land and plantation with buildings and all manner the 
appurtenances to the same belonging which I bought of Rebecca 
Harry & Jacob Simcock lying in Marple Township in the county 
of Chester, I give & bequeath unto my sd son Joseph Roads & 
to his heirs and assigns forever, also I give and bequeath 
unto my sd son Joseph Roads the Bed and furniture which I now 
lye upon, it being intended for him by his mother and also 
some table napkins and one pewter dish, one plate one porrin- 
ger & one spoon. 

Item. I give and bequeath unto my son Jacob Roads Twenty 
pounds, also one bed & furniture which his mother left him 
and also some table napkins. 

Item. I give unto my son John Roades ten shillings over 
and above what I gave him in the Land of White Marsh. 

Item. I give unto my son Adam Roades my bay mare, which 
I used to ride upon. 

Item. I will that my servant by covenant Charles Robin- 
son shall serve the remainder of his time by covenant to me, 
with my son Joseph Roades or his assigns and I will that at 
the end of sd time of covenant service my sdson Joseph Roades 
or his assigns shall give to sd Charles as by my will the sum 
of twenty shillings. 

Item. I will that after my debts payd funeral expenses & 
legacies discharged the remainder of my Estate I will shall 
be equally divided betwixt my son Adam Roades, Jacob Roades, 
& Joseph Roades and two daughters Mary Maltby and Elizabeth 
Daws equally amongst them five, and I make and ordain my son 
Adam Roades and Joseph Roades my Executors of this my last 
will and testament and utterly revoke & annull all former 
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wills legacies bequests executors & overseers by me heretofore 
named willed or bequeathed. 


Dated as above ye 20 8mo, 1701. his

John Roades worked at his trade up until the time of 
his death. Among the items listed in the inventory of 
his estate: "two dozen lassts and other tools ... upper 
leather...sole leather...In the shop in the work made up 
four payre of shoos and one payre of pumps." The Roades 
family had a tannery for many years. 

In the file folder of John's will is a small instru- 
ment signed "Adam Roades" with his seal that renounces 
his being executor. In the body of the old instrument 
Adam's last name is spelled "Rhoads", and it is that 
spelling that was generally adopted by the grandchildren 
of John Roades the elder and the succeeding generations. 
Since Ball Cousins iS concerned chiefly with John Roades 
the elder and his son, John, and those two always signed 
their names "Roades", that is the spelling most used. 

John Roades was active in the Society of Friends. In 
the Catalouge of Eighty-Seven Public Friends y't have 
Died in Pennsylvania since ye First Settlement of Friends 
there Read at ye Yearly Meeting, 1709 under the heading 
"Public Friends deceased in ye County of Chester in ye 
Province of Pensilva" is found: "Jno Roads of Ripley in 
ye County of Darby, belonged to Breachhouse or Hilltop 
Meeting...was buried at Darby..."47 The term "Public 
Friend" referred to those Friends who spoke in Meeting. 

Unlike Barnabas Willcox, John Roades the elder had 
many grandsons with his surname, spelled "Rhoads". It 
is appropriate that J. Granville Leach called him "the 
founder of the principal family of that surname in Penn- 
sylvania."48 The Rhoads family has included many dis- 
tinguished Pennsylvanians such as bankers, industrial- 
ists, doctors, scholars, and builders. Perhaps the best 
known Rhoads of the 19th century was James E. Rhoads, 
one of the founders and the first president of Bryn Mawr 
College .49 A son of his, Charles J. Rhoads, was termed 
"the most influential Quaker in the city [Philadelphia] 
in@r940°,.50 Although often powerful and wealthy with 
many "Main Line" families, the influence of the Friends 
was always there with the Rhoads' work and interest in 
such institutions as hospitals and schools. 


CHILDREN OF JOHN AND ELIZABETH ROADES 

The nine children born to John and Elizabeth Roades 
in England follow, all birthdates being from Friends 
records 51 

1. Adam Roades was born 30 6mo 1660 in Derbyshire, 
England, and died at Upper Darby inChester (now Delaware) 
County, Pennsylvania, in 1744/45.52 He was living at 
Codnor when he decided to sail to America. His

Shortly after 2 10mo 1691 Adam Roades married Kath- 
arine Blunston. She was born in Derbyshire, England, 
26 5mo 1672, and died in Darby, Pennsylvania, 21 8mo 
1733. Her parents were Ellinor Branton and John Blun- 
ston. 54 

Adam Roades was named in many legal records and- 
Friends' records in Pennsylvania. The History of Dela- 
ware County says: "He waS a good citizen, and attended 
diligently to his religious duties."55 

Darby Monthly Meeting records listed the births and 
marriages of the following children of Adam and Katha- 
rine: John Roades b 22 10mo 1692 m Elizabeth Bradshaw 17 
9mo 1736 at Darby MM; Hannah Roades b 10 10mo 1694 m 9 
2mo 1719 John Thomas at Darby MM; Sarah Roades b 14 7mo

2mo 1723 William Kirk; Joseph Roades b 30 7mo 1700; Adam

The Rhoads Family of Pennsylvania Stated that Samuel and 
Margaret were the ancestors of Dr. Joshua Rhoads, princi 
pal of the, Illinois State Institution “for. the Blind;

He gave everything "unto Mary my dear wife" for the 
bringing sup or hisschildren, Her brother Adam Roades 
was to be an assistant.

5. Jacob Roades was born 16 12mo 1670/71 in County 
Derby, England.

Margaret Warner .3 Margaret was the daughter of John 
and Anne Warner of Blockly township. John Warner named

The Rhoads Family of Pennsylvania named five children 
of Jacob and Margaret Roades: Jacob, Margaret, Abraham, 
Isaac, and Ann. There may have been a sixth, Esther. 
Philadelphia Monthly Meeting records show that Margaret 
Rhodes, daughter of Jacob, died 25 7mo 1741. Marriage 
records of Gwynedd Meeting have:

Jacob Roades died after 15 October 1740 since he was 
mentioned in his brother Adam's will on that date. 

6. Abraham Roades born 10 10mo 1672 in Derbyshire, 
England. May have died in childhood. No evidence of 
him in Pennsylvania. 

7. Sarah Roades born 5 3mo 1675 in Derbyshire, 
England. May have died in childhood. No evidence of 
her in Pennsylvania. 

8. Hannah Roades born 15 12mo 1677/8 in Derbyshire, 
England. May have died in childhood. No evidence of 
her in Pennsylvania. 

9. Joseph Roades was born 5 2mo 1680 in Derbyshire, 


England. He was the youngest son of John and Elizabeth 
and was =o mentioned in his father's will. He married 
2 5mo 1702°/ Abigail Bonsall who was’ the daughter of 


Richard Bonsall and Mary Wood. 68 Joseph inherited the 
plantation of his father in Marple township where he had 
a tanyard. The births of nine children of Joseph and 
Abigail are recorded in Friends records: John b 22 8mo 
1703, Mary b 8mo 1705, Elizabeth b 11 6mo 1708, Abigail 
b 6 9mo 1710, Rebecca b 3 2mo 1713, Joseph b 3 9mo 1715, 
Jane b 3 12mo 1717/18 Benjamins bo), 9252 b2mome 7197207 
James b 15 5mo 1722.9 

Joseph Roades died in 1732; Abigail and five of the 
children survived him. The Minutes of the Orphans Court 
of Chester County, Vol. IV, had several entries about 
the division of Joseph's estate in 1742 and 1743.79 The 
estate was divided when the youngest, James, became 21. 
On 15 Dec 1742 an entry in regard to the estate of Joseph 
Rhodes, late of Marple, deceased, named the widow, Abi- 
gail; John, the eldest son; a daughter Rebecca, wife of 
Mordecai Massey; a son, James; a son, Benjamin, since 
deceased; and a daughter, Mary, wife of Robert Powell. 


On 20 Sep 1743 the children of Benjamin Rhoads, deceased, 


were shown as Jane and Abigail; Benjamin's wife, Cath- 

erine, was their guardian. On 14 Mar 1743/44 the entry 
made provision for a watercourse to the "Tann Yard now 

belonging to James Rhoads" always tobe kept free for use 

of the tanyard. 

James Rhoads married Elizabeth,_daughter of John and 
Hannah Owen, and he died 5 May 1795/1 This couple were 
the great-grandparents of James E. Rhoads, first presi- 
dent of Bryn Mawr, through their son Joseph (1748-1809) 
and his son Joseph (1787-1861) .72 

Abigail, widow of Joseph Roades, died 11 Nov 1750.73

A month after the Certificates of Removal were made 
Breach douse in Derbyshire, John Blunston loaded a 
variety of goods on the Bristol Factor in the port of 
The ship had made her first voyage to Pennsyl- 
vania inylesl. Roger Drew was the Master. The Bristol 
Factor started her second voyage from Bristol on August 
21, 1682, probably with John Blunston "and company" on 
board. The ship dropped anchor at New Castle the same 
day as the Welcome (Wm. Penn's ship) and both were at 
Upland the next day, October 28, 1682.74 John Blunston 
already had surveyed for him two tracts in Chester (now 
Delaware) County. The young men that Blunston took with 
him worked hard to establish settlements in the new pro- 


vince. Almost 20 years later this entry was made:

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Much earlier--on March 28, 1691--John Roades_ paid 
Five Pounds for 50 acres of. land in the Proprietor's 
Manor of Springfield.76 There he established his family. 
His marriage was recorded in Friends' records. 

In the Women's Minutes of the Philadelphia Monthly 
Meeting: "At a Monthly Meeting of Women Friends held at 
Philadelphia 7mo 29, 1692...John Rhoads & Hannah Wil- 
cox appeared at the Meeting the first time, declaring 
their Intentions of Marriage with each other. Mary Sip- 
thorp & Edith Saunders are to inquire into her clear- 
ness." And the next month: "At a Monthly Meeting of 
Women Friends held in Philadelphia 8mo 28, 1692, John 
Rhoads & Hannah Wilcox appeared the second time, no ob- 
jection to their proceeding." 7/ 

In the Men's Minutes: "At our Monthly Meeting held 
at the Meeting House on the front of Delaware ye 28th 
ye 8th mo. 1692...Mary Sibthorp and Edith Saunders pre- 
sented John Roades and Hanah Wilcox who declared their 
intentions of marriage to this Meeting being the second 
time and after enquiry made all things being clear the 
meeting leaves them to their liberty to consumeate their 
intentions according to ye order of Truth."78 Permission 
of the Meeting to marry meant also that Hannah had the 
consent of her mother, Sarah Willcox. 

For the first 15 years of their marriage, John and 
Hannah lived on the farm adjacent to the Manor of Spring- 
field and were members of the Philadelphia (Arch Street) 
Meeting. In 1701, minutes of the Board of Property had 
this entry: 


At the Request of Joseph Wilcox, for his Brother in Law, 
John Roads, that we would grant him to cut fifty Dead Trees, 
blasted two or three Years ago by the Locusts, off the Manor 
of Springfield, on which he joyns, for fencing of his Planta- 
tion, which Trees, if not cutt, will rot on the Ground and 
rather be of Damage than Benefit. 

Ordered that the said John Roads have Liberty to cutt 50 
Trees as aforesaid./9 


In the preceding section about the family of John 
Roades, Cordwainer, there was transcribed the wedding 
accounts of Johnisesisten, Mary jin) 1704.) -Thetguests at 
that wedding at the old Meeting House on Front Street in- 
cluded the families and friends of John and Hannah. From 
the Roades side there were John's brothers, Adam and 
Jacob, and his brother-in-law, Edward Dawes. From the 
Willcox side there were Hannah's sisters, Esther James 
andeRachel, joher, brother Joseph, ;andyher brother-in-law, 
Samuel Powell. Other surnames on tHe list (Hill, Thomas, 
Rees, Jones, Harry, Morris...) were connections long 
associated with one or both families. The groom, David 
Williams, was shown as_ residing in Plymouth township, 
which gave evidence of the settlements being made further 
out from Philadelphia. 

On January 6, 1700/01 John Roades' father conveyed to 
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him 175 acres at Whitemarsh, 80 adjacent to Plymouth town- 
ship. From that date he started developing the property. 
Even before he moved his family, John Roades in 1704 
served as one of the trustees who bought a tract of land 
in anticipation of building a Friends Meeting House in 
the area8l 

John and Hannah moved to their farm in Whitemarsh 
township in the fallvo£t 1707. The Philadelphia Women's 
Minutes show that the Meeting gave Hannah a Certificate 
on 30 8mo 1707.82 And on 28 12mo 1707 the Men's Min- 
utes have this entry: “John Roads having removed himself 
& family out of the verge of this Meeting & requesting 
of our last Monthly Meeting a Certificate concerning his 
& his wives conversation while amongst us, friends ther 
appointed to enquire concerning them report they cannot 
hear but that their conversation hath been orderly, 
therefore Thomas Griffith & Wm. Forrest are desired to 
write them a Certificate & bring the same to the next 
Monthly Meeting." 83 

John Roades lived at Whitemarsh the rest of his life. 
He was buried 10 10mo 1733 384 There is no record of a 
will for either John or Hannah. There are no birth rec- 
ords for their children. The fact that John was the 
last to die of the original trustees of Plymouth Meeting 
left a record of those of their children still living in 
1758. The will of son-in-law Thomas McCarty showed two 
others. From the 1758 Instrument: 


This Indenture Made the Fourteenth day of January in the 
Year of our Lord One thousand Seven hundred and fifty eight 
between Barnabas Rhoads of the County of Philadelphia yeoman 
John Rhoads of the County of Bucks yeoman Samuel Rhoads of 
the city of Philadelphia House Carpenter, Rachel Harper of 
Lancaster County Widow, William Thomas of the county of Phila- 
delphia yeoman & Mary his wife, they the said Barnabas Rhoads 
John Rhoads Samuel Rhoads Rachel Harper & Mary Thomas being 
the only Surviving children and Co-Heirs of John Rhoads late 
of Whitemarsh Township in the County of Philadelphia (Yeoman 
deceased) of the one part and William Jones of Whitemarsh 
Aforesaid Yeoman Joseph Roberts of Norriton . in the County 
aforesaid and Joseph Dickinson of Plymouth Township in the 
County of Philadelphia Yeoman of the other part.... 


The complete deed sets out that the one acre and nine 
perches of land was bought in 1704 by Isaac Price, 
William Dickinson, Abraham Dawes, and John Rhoads (as 
trustees for the Meeting). The 1758 deed was a formal- 
ity that enabled the current trustees to have title to 
the land of the Meeting. 

From the will: 


18 Mar 1725. [Will of] Thomas McCarty of Hannover, county 
of Philadelphia and Province of Pennsylvania, Yeoman. 

Item: to certain young man named Charles McCarty sum of 
one shilling.

There is no record of Hannah Roades' death, but it is 
believed she survived her husband. She might have been 
the Hannah Roades who got aCertificate from Philadelphia 
Meeting and presented it to the Exeter Meeting in 173787 
Hannah had children in the area of the Exeter Meeting. 

John Roades' father and Hannah's parents were basic-— 
ally Englishmen who spent only the last few years of 


their lives in America. However, John and Hannah spent 
only their childhood in England and were among the first 
true Pennsylvanians. John was just 17 when he "had it 


in his mind" to go to the New World. 

What a different province he left at his death 50 
years later! When John arrived as a "Servant", it was 
really just "Penn's Woods". The city between the rivers 
was nothing but streets laid out anda few houses being 


built. When John died, Philadelphia was not only the 
capital of a flourishing province but a leading city 
among all the colonies. The productive work of John 


Roades and other yeomen farmers had cleared the fields, 
fenced the plantations, tended the livestock, and grown 
the grain, vegetables, fruits, hemp and flax that made 
it possible for other men to live and work in the towns 
and city. With the hard work, John and Hannah Roades 
helped wherever needed with their brothers and sisters, 
were faithful to the Society of Friends, and raised and 
educated at least seven children. 


CHILDREN OF JOHN AND HANNAH ROADES: 

1. Sarah Roades married John Ball. For information 
on them, see "John Ball of Plymouth and Douglass". 

2. Hannah Roades married Thomas McCarty of Hanover 
township, whose will is abstracted above. 

3. Barnabas Rhoads/Roades lived in Hanover twp. in 
1725. He was living in Berks County when it was formed 
and was listed in 1754 Taxables under Amity twp. where 
he accounted for the Poole Forge Company in the amount 
of 56 Pounds, 14 shillings .88 

4, John Rhoads/Roades of Bucks County. 

5. Rachel Roades married --Harper, of Lancaster County. 
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6. Mary Roades m/l George Custer.89 Their daughter, 
Mary Custard, was named in the will of her uncle, Samuel 
Rhoads .20 Mary m/2 William Thomas, Yeoman, of the County  - 
of Philadelphia. 

7. Samuel Rhoads entered public life and was there- 
fore the best-documented child of John and Hannah. Sam- 
uel was born in 1711. By trade he was a house carpenter, 
but in reality he was a builder and responsible for many 
Philadelphia homes and buildings. He was amember before 
1736 of The Carpenters Company of Philadelphia; from 1780 
until his death he was its Master and Treasurer. As an 
officer of the American Philosophical Society, he was 
listed as "“Mechanician" (one versed in machines). It is 
known that he also surveyed and had mercantile and real 
estate interests. 

Samuel Rhoads held many public offices, starting with 
the Common Council of Philadelphia in 1741. In 1761 he 
served as Alderman. From 1762-1764 and again 1771-1774, 
he was a member of the Assembly of the Province. Benja- 
min Franklin was a colleague and Samuel Rhoads' friend. 
They maintained a correspondence while Franklin was in 


Europe, many of those letters surviving. In the Assem- 
bly, Samuel Rhoads was frequently appointed to important 
committees. In August, 1762, he was selected a commis- 


Sioner to attend the conference with Western Indians at 
Lancaster, Pennsylvania. In July, 1774, Rhoads was cho- 
sen by thevAssembly/ totbeva delegate ito the Fresceconcis 
-nental Congress. William Rawle, when describing the del- 
egates, said of Samuel Rhoads: [He]"was a respectable 
merchant of Philadelphia, belonging to the Society of 
Friends--without the talent of speaking in public, he 
possessed much acuteness of mind, his judgment was sound, 
and his practical information extensive." On October 4, 
1774, he was chosen Mayor of the City of Philadelphia. 

It has already been mentioned that Samuel Rhoads was 
an officer of the American Philosophical Society. He 
was also an active member of the Philadelphia Meeting 
and a director of the Library Company. Perhaps his most 
important contribution to the civic life of his city was 
his work with the Pennsylvania Hospital, which he helped 
found in 1751, and of which he was elected a "manager" 
at the first election and was annually reelected until ; 
he resigned in 1781. 

Samuel Rhoads married at a public Meeting in Phila- 
delphia on 12 3mo 1737 Elizabeth Chandler, daughter of 
Samuel. They had three children whose birthdates sur- 
vive in Philadelphia Meeting records. Samuel Rhoads 
died April 7, 1784. His will named his wife, his chil- 
dren Samuel and Hannah, his son-in-law Thomas Franklin 
(husband of his deceased daughter, Mary), the children 
of daughter Mary, and a niece, Mary Custard. Notes on 
his children follow. 

Mary Rhoads was born 1 6mo 1738. She married in 1764 
Thomas Franklin of New York. Sheviidied sine i79..9 WNT. 
Henry Biddle listed among their descendants (1895) 
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Major-General William Buel Franklin, of Hartford, Conn.; 
Rear-Admiral Samuel Rhoads Franklin, of Washington, D.C.; 
and the Atlee family, of Lancaster, Pennsylvania. 

Samuel Rhoads, Jr., was born 6 7mo 1740 and died in 
1784. He married in 1765 Sarah Pemberton, daughter of 
Israel. Of their children only Elizabeth who married 
Samuel W. Fisher of Philadelphia had descendants living 
ine reo5. 

Hannah Rhoads was born 4 12mo 1743 and died 1 11lmo 
1797, unmarried. 

It is noted in the minutes of the Pennsylvania Assem- 
bly on December 15, 1744, that because Samuel Rhoads was 
serving as Mayor of Philadelphia his duties prevented his 
serving in Congress and he was therefore omitted as a 
delegate tothe Second Continental Congress. Had he been 
a member, Samuel Rhoads would have been eligible to sign 
the Declaration of Independence of 1776. 

However, 70 years later, his great-grandson, Samuel 
Rhoads Fisher, did sign a Declaration of Independence-- 
that being the one of the Republic of Texas. In the 
foyer of the lLorenza de Zavala Archives and Library 
Building on the Capitol grounds in Austin, Texas, is 
permanently displayed the Texas Declaration of Independ- 
ence. One of the signatures is that of Samuel Rhoads 
Fisher 91 


JOHN BALL OF PLYMOUTH AND DOUGLASS 


On February 12, 1711, a marriage license was issued 
in Burlington, New Jersey, to John Ball and Sarah 
Roades .92 Could that Sarah have been the daughter of 
Pennsylvanian John Roades of Whitemarsh, a trustee of 
Plymouth Meeting? Quakers did not use a license to 
marry, and Burlington was comparatively distant. How- 
ever, Sarah Ball was indeed the daughter of John Roades 
of Whitemarsh. That is confirmed by the minutes of Rad- 
nor Monthly Meeting in 1714 with the following entry: 
"Plimouth Overseers being Called Likewise appeared had 
only to propose to this meeting a paper of Jno. Ball' 
Signifying his being sorry for ye proceedings in Marriage 
w'th Jno. Road' daughter Contrary to her father and 
Mother's Will therin andw't Otherwise he might have 
done amiss w'ch Paper This meeting Lets lie under Con- 
sideration." 93 

Since her parents had married in the fall of 1692, 
Sarah could not have been more than 17 years old in Feb- 
Tuary"oLet 711. One can only speculate that her youth 
might have been the objection of her parents and the 
reason for the elopement to New Jersey. Three years 
later, John Ball made his peace with the Meeting and 
with Sarah's parents. Their next child was named "Han- 
nah", Sarah's mother's name. 

Who was that John Ball of Plymouth that Sarah Roades 
married? Nothing has been found to identify him as to 
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family or former residence.* Many young Englishmen went 
to Pennsylvania alone in that era. Sarah's husband did 
become a respected member of the Roades family, raised 
and educated a large family of his own, and had a con- 
Siderable estate when he died. 

After its organization, Plymouth Meeting was attached 
to several Monthly Meetings in succession-—Haverford, 
Gwynedd, and then Radnor. The only birth records found 
for John and Sarah Ball's children were in surviving 
Gwynedd records:

John and Sarah Ball probably still resided in Ply- 
mouth township in 1730 when the will of Sarah's brother- 
in-law, Thomas McCarty, waS proved because John served 
as an executor. Some time after that, John Ball moved 
out to Douglass township where he died, shortly before 
August 29, 1741. Marcus Hulings and Robert May made an 
inventory of his estate on that date.?° 

Besides the usual household items, the Balls had much 
livestock--horses, cows, sheep and pigs. There was also 
hay and oats and farming equipment. Of special interest 
were two kinds of property that were also evident 80 
years later in the estate of their grandson, Joseph Ball 
of Philadelphia. John Ball's inventory included such 
items as timberchains, malls and wedges, bar iron and 
cCoalucarcse Those entries indicated that John Ball was 
involved in making charcoal for the early iron furnaces 


*Contemporary John Balls of Pennsylvania: 

John Ball of Blockley whose will was proved June 19, 1730, 
(CPhi 1730 W 154, E:132) had no,surviving wife or children. He 
named a brother Rodger Ball of Darby and Rodger's children--John, 
Mary, Elizabeth and Hannah. Also named was John Nickinson/Nick- 
erson of Nottingham, England, who was encouraged to come to Penn— 
sylvania. A bequest was left to Darby Meeting. That John Ball 
was shown from Darley in County Derby, England, and "settled" in 
Darby twp. in 1689. All that family was closely associated with 
Darby Meeting. 

John Ball of Richland, Upper Bucks County, got a certificate 
from Philadelphia Monthly Meeting to marry at Abington Meeting 
where he married Catharine Lester on 28 6mo 1710. He died in 1767. 
John and Catharine Ball were Quakers, and their children's birth- 
dates (1711-1719) are in the same Gwynedd Monthly Meeting records 
as the birthdates of the oldest daughters of John and Sarah Ball 
of Plymouth and Douglass. John Ball, son of John and Catharine, 
was born in 1714 and married Rebecca Hewlings in 1737. For de- 
tails on all that family see: Clarence V. Roberts, Early Friends 
Families of Upper Bucks, (Genealogical Pub. Co., Inc., Baltimore, 
19/75)) Chap. VELL. 

There is no known relation between either of those two John 
Balls and John Ball who married Sarah Roades. 
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along Manatawny Creek. It has already been noted that 
John's brother-in-law, Barnabas Rhoads, rendered the tax 
for Poole Forge in 1754. 

John Ball's inventory was also comparable to that of 
his grandson, Joseph, in the number of Notes and Bonds 
listed. John supplemented his income by loaning money. 
The men whose bonds and notes John Ball held in 1741 
were: John Parker, Joseph Weeb, David Robeson, John Matox, 
Paul Custer, Thomas Smith, Daniels Hill, John’ Carlin, 
Garret Dewees, Thomas Judgson, Larrance Tomson, and 
Abraham Uptigraf. 

John Ball left no will. His widow, Sarah, and his son, 
John Ball, made bond on September 30, 1741, as administra- 
tors of the estate. Both Sarah and John had nice clear 
Signatures.

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OWEN RICHARDS OF AMITY 


Sometime before 1718, Owen Richards went to Pennsyl- 
vania from Merionethshire, North Wales. The tradition 
was that his wife and four children emigrated with him. 
The first record of Owen Richards was December 23, 1718. 
On that date he bought 300 acres of land from Mouns Jus- 
tice. 97. The tract was in Amity township, now Berks 
County, on a branch of the Monocacy and about three 
miles from the Schuykill River. At the time, that area 
was part of Pennsylvania's frontier. Among the Richards' 
neighbors during the early years of settlement were the 
Balls, Rhoads, Boones, Brumfields, Lincolns, Hanks, Tall- 
mans, and Evans .98 

On June 5, 1727, Owen Richards married, second, Eliza- 
beth Baker at Christ Church, Philadelphia ?? Lt is not 
Known when Owen died, but Elizabeth survived him. She 
died in 1753, age 80, and was buried in the Soe) of 
St. Gabriel's Episcopal Church at Douglassville. 190 


CHILDREN OF OWEN RICHARDS 

1. James Richards bought 150 acres in 1729 in Amity 
twp. from his father. James was named as "eldest son". 
The sale was in consideration of seven pounds and natu- 
ral love and affection. A single man at the time, James 
sold the land in 1741 to Peter Weaver.

WILLIAM AND ELIZABETH RICHARDS 


William Richards was probably born in Wales. He mar- 
ried Elizabeth--- around 1730, because they had four 
children baptized at St. Gabriel's Church in 1737. The 
first record of William was in 1735 when he bought 150 
acres adjoining his older brother, James. He purchased 
the land in Amity township from Michael Warren.101l In 
1741 William witnessed the Administrator's Bond of Sarah 
and John Ball of Douglass township which was adjacent to 
Amity. 

By 1751 he moved up into Oley township where he was 
living when he made his will. The will of William Rich- 
ards of Oley township was written December 26, 1751. It 
named his "dearly beloved wife, Elizabeth" and instructed 
her to have their son William live with her one year and 
then put him out to learn a trade which he liked. Wil- 
liam was the youngest son. Ruth and Sarah were evidently 
the youngest daughters as their father left their educa- 
tion and bequests in the "care and discretion" of their 
mother. To his daughters, Mary Ball andMargaret Richards, 
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and his son, Owen, he left five shillings each. His son, 
James, was left Ten Pounds and his father's mare. The 

rest of the estate went to Elizabeth. Executors named 

were Peter Weaver and the wife, Elizabeth Richards. Wil- 
liam signed with his distinctive "W" (see copy of Admin- 

istrator's Bond of John Ball, deceased). The will was 

Signed coram (in the presence of) John Campbell. It was 

proved February 15, 1752202 

In 1754 Widow Richards was listed for 12 Pounds 3 shil- 
lings with the taxables of recently-formed Berks Coun- 
ty.l03 It is not known when she died. 

The oldest daughter of William and Elizabeth Richards 
was Mary who married John Ball and was the mother of Jos- 
eph Ball whose estate is the principal topic of this 
book. For more information on Mary, see the next section’ 
entitled "John Ball and Mary Richards". 

Daughter Sarah may have been the youngest. She 
married James Hastings, and resided for a considerable 
portion of her life in Virginia. Lewis Richards stated 
that she left three children, Howell, William, and 
John, 104 However, the estate records of Joseph Ball 
show that she was living in 1821 when Joseph died, was 
deceased in 1826 with her interest inthe estate assigned 
to her nephew, Samuel Richards, andthere was no evidence 
of any issue.

JOHN BALL AND MARY RICHARDS 


John Ball was born in Plymouth township about 1718, 
probably the third child of John and Sarah Ball. Mary 
Richards was born about 1725 in Amity township, the old- 
est daughter of William and Elizabeth Richards. She was 
baptized on September 20, 1737, at the same time as asis- 
ter and two brothers, at St. Gabriel's Church in Douglass- 
ville.105 John and Mary probably married about 1745. On 
February 18, 1746, John Ball of Amity, yeoman, bought 100 
acres in Amity from Jacob and Ann Warren.196 In 1748 he 
mortgaged 120 acres in Amity, adjacent to James Warren & 
William Winters, to Joseph Sims, a merchant of Philadel- 
phia. The mortgage was paid off on February 8, 1754, 107 

From. the will, of their son, John: Ball, » at.) 2s known 
that John and Mary had. five children living in 1786. 
From the estate records of their son, Joseph Ball, it is 
known that they had no living descendants in 1821. Bio- 
graphical sketches of Joseph Ball said he spent his 
youth in Berks County. 

The will of John Ball, son of John and Mary Ball, was 
proved on September 8, 1786. It identified him as a res- 
ident of the City of Philadelphia, but the will was 
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written in Northhampton County, Virginia. It left lega- 
-Ccies to his mother, Mary Ball; a sister, Elizabeth Tomp- 
kins; and three brothers, William, Samuel and Joseph. 
It named Janet Carson Stith with whom marriage was 
intended. The will also stated he was then at the house 
of Mrs. Grace Bowdoin and in a "low state of body". 

John left bequests to Mrs. Bowdoin and her daughters, 
Sarah and Susanna. Bequests were made to friends: Thor- 
owgood Smith, John Perot and William Woddrop. The exec- 
utors were his brother, Joseph Ball, and friends Ellis- 
ton Perot, John Perot and William Woddrop. 108 

Although a comparatively young man at his death, John 
Ball had a considerable estate. He was an extensive mer- 
chant and was located at one time on the Dutch island of 
St. Eustatius and later on the Danish islands of St. 
thomas andy iSt.Croix, The house of which he was senior 
partner traded extensively with America, chiefly Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina, His later years were spent 
mainly in Philadelphia. 

The will of John Ball, the younger, indicated that his 
father died before 1786. There was a Mary Ball of Hor- 
Sham township, Montgomery County, Pennsylvania, who died 
in 1810,. with Samuel Richards the administrator for her 
estate 110 The history of Horsham township states that 
at Davis Grove (about a half-mile from Bucks County) 
Mary Ball kept ,,an inn in 1790 and her sign was "The 
Yellow Balls". 
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DATES, OLD STYLE AND QUAKER STYLE 

The Julian calendar was replaced in England and its colonies in 
September, 1752, by the Gregorian calendar. In that year Septem— 
ber 2 was followed by September 14. That change was minor. In the 
major change, the new year of 1753 was started on January lst 
instead of March 25th. Most historians show records before 1753 
between January 1 and March 25 with a double year. An example is 
a date entered in old records as "January 10, 1720" but transcribed 
as "January 10, 1720/21". Such a notation indicates that those who 
lived then called it "1720" but we would now call it "1721". In 
the old style calendar, March 24, 1720, was followed by March 25, 
ile Rise le 

The Quaker system was used for all dates in the records of the 
Society of Friends and usually in the early legal records of Penn- 
sylvania. Their custom was to use digits instead of names for 
months. Therefore, March was called the first month, abbreviated 
"Imo" or "lber'"; April was called the second month, etc. Some 
knowledge of Latin makes it easy to remember: Septem — ber, seventh 
month; Octo — ber, eighth month; Novem — ber, ninth month; Decem - 
ber, tenth month. Another memory aid is to know that the old style 
year started about the time of the spring equinox. 

Double years are shown, but otherwise Ball Cousins is not 
adjusted. The dates are as shown in the various sources. In 
Friends records anything written 10mo would compare to December by 
the new style calendar. 
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CHAPTER II 


LIFE OF JOSEPH BALL 


In the decade of the 1770s there were many young men 
in the British colonies of North America with unusual 
qualities of vision, leadership, energy, and ability; 
and they were willing to work and sacrifice for the good 
of the community. Joseph Ball was such an American. He 
had the responsibility of Batsto Iron Works at the age 
One24e On OCLODCT 10 s.lv/ 0, EP COl.muOnn., COX, the Owner, 
sent hima letter from Philadelphia: 


TO Mr. Joseph Ball at Batsto 

I came to Town yesterday & shall go to Burlington again 
tomorrow-—Out of the 12 Howitzers in the first load three 
burst in proving & out of the last twelve 5 burst, so that 
there are 8 guns out of the 24 short. The Captain who 
tryed them & every one who saw them are clearly of opinion 
they are by much too thin & that their bursting is owing 
to that & not the Quality of the Metal. They must there- 
fore make new Patterns much thicker if they mean to cast 
more-—I shall send some Powder down by next Stage to try 
them there & you must see that 4 oz is put in & that they 
are well rammed as it answers no purpose to send them up 
not properly proved. 


Other letters written during the Revolution show the 
critical importance of the Batsto Iron Furnaces to the 
cause of American independence, especially since the 
English had consistently made such industry hazardous. 

Son of John and Mary (Richards) Ball, Joseph was born 
about 1752 in Amity township, an area that became Berks 
County, Pennsylvania. There were several ironworks in 
that vicinity. Joseph's uncle, William Richards, was an 
Tronmaster; his great-uncle, Barnabas Rhoads, had an 
interest in Poole Forge. As a youth Joseph Ball accom- 
panied Mr. Richards to Batsto, New Jersey,* and was as- 
sociated with the iron furnaces there for many years 
aS manager and part-owner. During his ownership of 
the ironworks, the Forge and Slitting Mill were built. 
In 1784 an advertisement stated the new Forge could make 
200 tons of bar iron per year. Batsto furnace was noted 
for producing the best hollow ware in America, as well as 


*Batsto State Historic Site is a restoration of the village and 
ironworks. 
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castings, and pig metal equal to any. George Washington 
designed his own backs for the fireplaces at Mt. Vernon 
and had them made at Batsto. 

About 1773 Joseph married Sarah Lee, daughter of 
Margaret Brazure, and step-daughter of Richard Wescoat, 
an influential citizen of Gloucester County. Col. Wes- 
coat owned a tavern known as the "House of Richard Wes- 
coat" located at The Forks, which was only a mile or so 
from the ironworks. Philip Vickers Fithian, a Presby- 
terian minister, wrote in his diary on February 13, 1774, 
of visiting at "The Furnace" and riding with Mr. and Mrs. 
Ball: and Mr.iand Mrs. Richards’ from the furnace tora 
Singing School at Pleasant Mills church. 

As war developed with England and with major ports 
blockaded, the colonists needed to destroy British ship- 
ping and to capture provisions. Joseph Ball saw this as 
an opportunity. The rivers of New Jersey were ideal 
headquarters for privateers, and the Mullica River was 
Ball's base. Trails through the pine woods were made to 
transport the goods to Philadelphia. Ball bought three 
ships at auction in Wescoat's tavern during 1778 and he 
owned an interest in others. By 1780 he had a fleet-- 
brigantines, schooners, and sloops--outfitted with guns 
and. "capturing British = chaps: Joseph's brother, John, 
was also involved. He was located much of the time in 
St. Eustatius in the Dutch West Indies, and was a vital 
link in the venture. John Ball's House also had Virginia 
and North Carolina connections. 

The British tried tostop those New Jersey-based ships; 
they even landed amilitary expedition. They did succeed 
in burning some buildings at The Point. However, the 
Americans had already moved the most valuable stores 
into the woods and were soon back in business. Joseph 
Ball's surviving papers allow a glimpse of the great 
risks’ “and big ‘profits. »~of|those exciting, days. pBalies 
privateering helped start a new nation and his own 
fortune. 

After the war Joseph Ball moved to Philadelphia where 
he became influential in real estate, banking and 
insurance. , 

The inventory of Joseph Ball's estate furnished ev- 
idence of his interest in local affairs. He held stock 
in most of the improvement companies in and around Phila- 
delphia as well as in financial institutions. Tradition 
says Ball lost some of his personal fortune in the at- 
tempts at restoring public credit inaugurated by his 
friend, Robert Morris. In 1791, Ball was elected a dir- 
ector of the Bank of the United States, which Congress 
had just incorporated. Joseph Ball maintained a lifelong 
interest in various iron furnaces, andhe also owned real 
estate in Pennsylvania, New Jersey and the District of 
Columbia. 

For his community, he served as a member of the State 
Assembly, an Alderman of Philadelphia, a Trustee of the 
University of Pennsylvania and an Elder of the Second 
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Presbyterian Church. 

The role in which Joseph Ball was best known was that 
of apioneer in the development of the American insurance 
business. On November 12, 1792, a group of prominent 
citizens met in Independence Hall in Philadelphia. Lhe 
Was in the same room where the Declaration of Independ- 
ence had been signed that another resolution was ap- 
proved--one establishing the Insurance Company of North 
America, the first stock fire and marine insurance com- 
pany in the country, and it was created to fill a public 
need. Stock sold rapidly, and on December 10, 1792, the 
subscribers met again in that historic room to elect di- 
rectors. Biography of a Business by Marquis James re- 
cords: 


When the votes were counted it was found that Samuel 
Blodget, Jr., had 4,136, or more than anyone else . 
Next on the list stood Joseph Ball, proprietor of an iron 
works which had made munitions for the American army, and 
currently a director of Alexander Hamilton's Bank of the 
U.S. which was doing so much for the prosperity of the new 
republic. He had 4,120 votes. 


In January, 1798, Joseph Ball became the third presi- 
dent of INA when his old friend, Col. Chas. Pettit, was 


injured in a carriage accident. Ball held office until 
July, 1799, returning to the board when Col. Pettit re- 
covered and resumed as president. IntisosiMr sw eBalile re 


Signed from the INA board to become first president of 
the Union Insurance Company, which he _ successfully 
headed until 1807. Another company that he served as 
first president was the Pennsylvania Company for Insur- 
ance. on Lives and Granting Annuities (later, First Penn- 
sylvania Banking and Trust Company). The following 
colorful description of its formation is from Farly Phil- 
adelphia, Its People, Life and Progress by Horace Mather 
Lappancott: 


Before the railroad and telegraph had disturbed the 
leisurely spirit in which business was conducted, men of 
affairs gathered at the noon dinner hour at the Merchants' 
Coffee House on Second Street, corner of Gold, where now 
stand the Bonded Warehouses of the United States. The 
doorway was shaded by a large awning under which the men 
of business would congregate for conversation before going 
in to dine. It became an exchange and to be on hand at the 
mid-day hour was a token of standing in the community as a 
man of affairs. 

Here on a day in December 1809 was born the first Trust 


Company in the United States. . . . The group must have 
presented a more outwardly interesting appearance than sim— 
ilar gatherings of today. . . . Coats of blue, drab or 


brown, with broad high collars which clasped in the ruffled 
neckcloth; waistcoats of a gayer pattern of silk or satin; 
knee breeches and buckled gaiters; wigs or queues; broad 
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brimmed hats and Malacca canes,—-these, with clean shaven 
chins and lips, were their quaint characteristics; and 
gravity of bearing was a universal trait. 

William Jones, Patrick Gernon, John Warder, John Welsh, 
Augustine Bousquet, William Newbold and Jacob Shoemaker 
were appointed a committee or temporary Board of Directors 
for . . . organizing the company . . . The name was to be 
the Pennsylvania Company for Insurances on Lives and Grant- 
ing Annuities. . . . Soon the stock was all subscribed and 
a Board of Directors chosen. The Legislature withheld the 
charter until 1812 . . . and upon receipt of favourable 
news [the subscribers] met at the Merchants’ Coffee House 
on March 17th and chose Joseph Ball president. He had been 
president of the Society since 1809 and was a man of ster- 
ling worth. 


Joseph Ball was a man whose business ability was rec- 
ognized by his contemporaries. Significantly, a _ por- 
trait done in 1803 showed him with business papers in 
his hand. The portrait hangs in the Board of Directors' 
room of the Insurance Company of North America. 

Sarah Ball was born about 1757 and survived her hus- 
band, dying in September, 1826. They "had “one* schiddr 
Mary, who was born APL Ie so 7 738 Records of Second 
Presbyterian Church, Philadelphia, show that she married 
on May 3, 1798, Robert Frazer. He was a well-known Phil- 
adelphia attorney. Mary died without children on June 
217 leO Or 

Whiteley's Annual Philadelphia Directory for 1820 
listed "Joseph Ball, gentleman, Point Road", and "Joseph 
Ball, gentleman, 349 Arch". The Joseph Ball* who lived 
on Point Road died in 1825. Many of the records of 
those contemporaries have been confused. The Joseph 
Ball whose estate is the principal subject of this book 
ded onvAprae2e,0 Soy. 

Relf's Philadelphia Gazette and Dailey Advertiser in 
its edition of Monday, April 30, 1821, page 3, column 4, 
Carried this item: "The friends of the late Joseph Ball, 
Esq., are particularly invited to attend )his™ funerar 
from his late dwelling, No. 349, Arch Street, tomorrow 
afternoon, at 4 o'clock." 

Joseph Ball was buried in the churchyard of the near- 
by Second Presbyterian Church.

AND all the rest of my personal Estate I give to the same per- 
sons and in the same proportions and like uses as I have hereinbe- 
fore given and bequeathed the fifteen first mentioned pecuniary 
Legacies. And in case my personal Estate shall not be sufficient 
to pay the whole amount of the said fifteen first mentioned pecun- 
iary Legacies after first paying my debts and funeral expenses and 
the last mentioned five pecuniary Legacies and the specific be- 
quests, in such case the said fifteen Legacies are to be reduced in 
rateable proportions according to their respective amounts. 

LASTLY I do hereby revoke all wills and Testaments by me at any 
time heretofore made and published and declare this only to be and 
contain my Last Will and Testament.

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CHAPTER III 


JOSEPH BALL‘’S ESTATE 


Joseph Ball died without a will. His widow, Sarah, 
and his cousin, Samuel Richards, were appointed adminis- 
Cracorsr. Mr. Richards was a logical choice, his rela- 
tionship to Joseph Ball being much like that of a younger 
brother. A capable business man, Samuel Richards proba- 
bly knew more about Mr. Ball's affairs than anyone else. 
He was also a partner with Ball in New Jersey iron fur- 
naces. The first step on May 19, 1821, was an inventory 
made at the home, 349 Arch Street. Then a list of Bonds, 
Notes of Hand, and Stocks was made. It was also neces- 
sary to secure the legal right to act on litigated items. 
This was done by a legislative act. 

The first accounting by the administrators to the 
Court on December 2,1822, showed that the income derived 
from the assets of the estate up to that time was largely 
used to pay off the debts. The balance at that first 
accounting totalled $1,781.01, and that’ includedwgthe 
$1,091.83 appraised valuation of the goods and effects 
in the home. 

When Sarah Ball made her will (February, 1823) it was 
evident that she knew accurately the value of her half 
of the personal property. Her bequests totalled about 
$20,000.00. After her death in September, 1826, the sur- 
viving administrator, Samuel Richards, started disposing 
of the estate's assets. Most readily marketed was the 
personal property. The accounting of December, 1826, 
was the basis of the first distribution to heirs. She 
the total, 5247000200 wasvdistributedtto Sarah sine. 
and $24,000.00 went to Joseph's heirs, no real estate 
having been sold. No distribution lists for these sums 
have been located. Of the proceeds of the personal prop- 
erty, one-half went to Sarah's heirs distributed accord- 
ing to her will, and one-half went to Joseph's first 
cousins or their descendants (the aunt and uncle who sur- 


vived Joseph were deceased). In the April 1834 distribu- 
tion, “assets of about $17,500.00 were divided. Again, 
no division. lists are extant. This was the final amount 


paid Mrs. Ball's heirs. 

By Pennsylvania law, proceeds from the sales of real 
property in Pennsylvania went only to Joseph's heirs. 
Another legislative act authorized the sale. By August, 
1838, most of the real estate was sold and adistribution 
of $9,095.00 was made to Joseph's heirs. A copy of these 
names and amounts and relationships was extant in 1898. 
The division was based on the original list of beneficia- 
ries made in 1826... The reason was stated by the Court: 
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The decree of the Circuit Court, on which the foregoing re- 
port of distribution has been founded, having been made in 
the year 1826, many changes in the number and rights of the 
heirs must, of necessity, have since occurred, by death, 
marriage, or other events. The respective shares being gen- 
erally very small, and the labor and expense of obtaining 
proof of these changes, immense, the auditors in nearly 
every case, have stated the names and shares in accordance 
with the decree, it being understood, that any share re- 

' ported as due to an heir since dead, or who has since 
parted with his interest, must be taken as reported to be 
due to the legal representative of such heir. 


The 1838 list is akey document for genealogy researchers. 
On January 4, 1842, Samuel Richards died. His execu- 
tor, Stephen Colwell, hadto assume administration of the 
Ball estate. At that time the estate did have some 
assets, most of which were not readily collectible or 
marketable. During 1855, 1856, and 1857, several attor- 
neys and a few of the heirs held some meetings in regard 
to the estate. Mr.Chas. DeSelding was the most active 
attorney, seeking out and representing many of the heirs. 
Everything possible was collected, and a final distribu- 
tion totalling $8,222.40 was made in the fall of 1857. 
At that time a new list of beneficiaries was made. The 
1857 list is the other key document for genealogists. 

Under New Jersey law the assets held by Joseph Ball 
in that state went only to his surviving aunt and uncle, 
Sarah Hastings and William Richards. When Mr. DeSelding 
went to court in New Jersey on behalf of some of the 
children of the other aunts and uncles, it yielded 
nothing. 

Under the laws of the District of Columbia, any assets 
held by Joseph Ball at his death went only to the heirs 
of his paternal aunts and uncle--the "Ball" side of the 
family. What Joseph Ball had owned was several unim- 
proved blocks in Washington, D. C., in partnership with 
Standish Forde. These lots were sold for taxes, and 
even though Mr. DeSelding used much energy and some money 
(buying heirs' interests), it is believed any recovery 
was negligible. 

For all practical purposes, the final distribution in 
1857 closed the administration of Joseph Ball's estate. 


Some estate records are on file in the Office of the 
Register of Wills at the City Hall (annex) of Philadel- 
phia, 1821 Adm 120. The old paper is torn at every fold 
and is very fragile. The papers are in strips--three to 
a letter-size page, four to a legal-size page. These 
are chiefly the financial reports of the administrators. 
There are no petitions or lists of beneficiaries. The 
author was able, by using information from Pennsylvania 
Pioneer, to assemble the original inventory and the 1822 
Administrators' Report. At some earlier date the inven- 
tory had been put together with tape that deteriorated 
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and obliterated some of the writing. 

Though the records of the Orphans Court were dili- 
gently searched by a Clerk of the Court in October, 1979, 
he was able to find only one page on file for the estate 
of this Joseph Ball. The author assumes that the papers 
were given to the attorneys for the Ball Estate Associa- 
tion in 1898, were used in publishing Pennsylvania Pio- 
neer and never returned or, if returned, not filed in 
the correct place. Therefore, the oldest and best source 
for the Orphans Court records, which include the key 
lists of beneficiaries, iS Pennsylvania Pioneer, and 
therefore, copies of the original pages of that book are 
reproduced. It is plainly evident that the printers of 
Pennsylvania Pioneer did not have the one page still on 
file in the Orphans Court. Presumably they did have the 
other pages. 

Even in 1898, not all the records were available. It 
has already been mentioned that there are no lists of 
beneficiaries and shares for the 1826 and 1834 distribu- 
tions. Chapter Four of Pennsylvania Pioneer stated that 
the Estate Association attorneys dealt with Mr. A. J. 
Fortin, Clerk, who said that some of the records had 
been missing for: years. He further said that many of 
the records were loose papers and that many times attor- 
neys were allowed to take the records for their use. 

It is believed that the Exhibit Numbers shown in 
brackets were asSigned the items in 1898 by or for the 
lawyers for the Ball Estate Association.

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OUTLINE OF BENEFICIARIES 


The two lists of the beneficiaries of Joseph Ball's 
estate provide documented proof of descent of those 
named. The estate was challenged over and over. There 
was a petition in 1850 to the Orphans Court by Charlotte 
Garrison, a legatee of Sarah Ball. There were proceed- 
ings in equity in the Third Circuit Court of Pennsyl- 
vania under a bill filed by Sarah Daniels, a cousin of 


Joseph Ball on the paternal side. Even the Richards 
branch of the family made a petition in regard to the 
District of Columbia property. There is no chance that 


a fraudulent heir could have made the final lists. 

The fact that there were two lists made 30 years 
apart is a help in case of copying errors or omissions. 
An example of a copying error is in the 1826 list where 
John Campbell, Nancy Reeder, James, William, and Elias 
Campbell were incorrectly listed as children of John 
Campbell but were actually children of James. 

The fractional shares shown and the amounts paid are 
other checks on accuracy. ines 2ope ther psharessorelar= 
garet Dewees were divided into six parts for her six 
children, but only five children were listed in Pennsyl- 
vania Pioneer. Omitted was her son George Dewees, and 
to get the correct money totals it was necessary to in- 
sert his name and his share. 

The lists are evidence as to whether a beneficiary

Thomas Ball, (cemetery records show he died in 1855) the 
1857 estate list said, "William Ball, now deceased, 
leaving nine children." 

There were some beneficiaries listed in 1826 who were 
omitted in 1857. That was correct for those who had 
died and left no heirs. Sometimes, however, the rela- 
tives were not in touch, and some of those entitled to a 
legacy in 1857 were not listed. An example of that was 
Mary Mountjoy, daughter of Susannah Fisher, who ‘was 
shown in 1826. She was deceased in 1857, but she had 
nine surviving children who should have been on the later 
ists, 

It is erroneous to make any estimations as to ages of 
Joseph Ball's cousins by matching generations. For exam- 
ple, William Holloway, son of Hannah, was probably born 
before 1740 because the 1826 list showed three of his 
great-grandchildren. On the other hand, Richards' Bible 
records show that Mary W. Richards, daughter of William, 
was born in 1815. Although William Holloway and Mary W. 
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Richards were both first cousins of Joseph Ball, there 
was at least 75 years difference in their birth dates. 

The outline of beneficiaries that follows does NOT 
list children in the order of-their birth. It was keyed 
to the estate lists, and the names were listed in the 
order shown in those. With the exception of the chil- 
dren of C.6. John Richards (who had been added at the 
end of the 1826 list), if the two lists were in differ- 
ent order, the 1826 list took precedence. 


SPELLING 

Variant spellings were common. Even brothers and sis- 
ters would spell the name in a different way. The 
March 30, 1855, affidavit of John Swartz of Lycoming 
County, Pennsylvania, (HSP-A) stated: “even though 
spelled 'Koster' I know they are the children of Paul 
Custer for my mother always called him her brother and 
I called him my uncle." John Swartz was the son of Mary 
Swartz, a daughter of Nicholas Custer. The Kosters were 
the children of Paul, a son of Nicholas. 

In the outline that follows, the author tried to list 
first the surname as it has generally become accepted 
with variant spellings also shown. In every case the 
spellings shown in the two beneficiary lists were stated 
even if they were known to have been errors. Example: 
1.1.7. Mary Chilton'was/shown as )Mary  "Chitten"*onethe 
1826 List. Nowhere does a knowledge of earlier hand- 
writing and a lively imagination earn more dividends 
than in seeking new spellings to look for "lost" members 
of families. 


NUMBERING SYSTEM 

It is simpler to identify by numbers a large family 
who have many duplicated. names than to repeat each gen- 
eration and identify someone as "Thomas W. Ball, son of 
John M. Ball, son of William Ball, son of John Ball, son 
of Willian Bally 

The numbering system used in Ball Cousins started 
with the aunts and uncles of Joseph Ball and cut off at 
the fifth generation. When known, the names of the 
sixth generation were listed, but they were not numbered. 
All descent was traced from Joseph Ball's aunts and 
uncles. The paternal ones were assigned numbers 1-6 and 
the maternal ones letters A-F. After that, their chil- 
dren were given the next digit IN THE ORDER OF THE ES- 
TATE LISTS, grandchildren were assigned the third digit, 
great-grandchildren the fourth, and great-great-grand- 
children the fifth.

CHAPTER V 


SUPPLEMENTARY SOURCES 


While of great value, a documented proof of descent-- 
as in Joseph Ball'ts estate record--lacks the positive 
identification that accompanies name of spouse; dates of 
birth, marriage and death; and the geographic areas of 
residence. A number of supplementary sources were avail- 
able. The information from them is given with the appro- 
priate family in the next chapters and each source is 
identified. This chapter gives some evaluation and 
explanation of the additional research. 


BALL ESTATE ASSOCIATION 


Forty years after the last distribution of money from 
the estate of Joseph Ball, there were still rumors about 
it--rumors ... heirs who had never collected... . 
leases expiring ,. .. big sums of money unaccounted for. 

An unnamed person was said to have, "papers handed 
down through my grandfather Jeremiah Saylor to my father 
Samuel Saylor, they explain a vast fortune awaiting 
deste tOuGLon. — 

One rumor was, "50 or more heirs in Philadelphia are 
getting a goad income from the estate," 

Another rumor was, "New Jersey property remains 
leased." 

In the Mexico, Missouri, Chronicle, an article said: 
Sonn N.uBall “of ' this city is one of the heirs to an 
estate of $57,000,000.00 and he expects to have a settle- 
ment by July, 1898." 

Some of the wildest rumors were confused with the 
"Hope Farm" Ball estate which was the family of the 
"other" Joseph Ball who died in 1825 (See Appendix). 

Those kinds of statements got many descendants 
interested. Consequently, meetings were held on Jan- 
uary 27th and 28th, 1898, at Bates House in Indianapolis, 


Indiana, There were 25 women and 80 men present, some 
of them lawyers, The "Ball Estate Association" was 
formed, The group had no actual records or data avail- 
able at that time. The meeting was businesslike, and a 


list was made of the items they wanted investigated. 
The officers chosen were: 
President: V,. E. Ball, Brookston, Indiana. 
lst Vice-President: John Donham, Cory, Indiana, 
2nd Yice—President: William Richards, Hopkinsville, 
Kentucky. 


var) 
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Secretary-Treasurer; E. W, Gans, Mansfield, Ohio. 
Ass't Sec: Henry B. Roney, No, 2506 Indiana Ave., 
Chicago, Illinois. 

Executive Committee: J. W, Stewart, Monticello, Indi- 
ana; A. W. Sloan, Media, Pennsylvania; M. A. Bender, 
Akron, Ohio; .L.'S. Ball, Ottawa, Ellinois. 

To finance the project, each member was asked to con- 
tribute $10.00. Attorneys were employed. Among them 
were: E. K. Sumerwell of New York; Henry K. Fox of Phila- 
delphia, who was succeeded by Isaac Sharpe of Sharpe and 
Alleman; Francis B.Lee of Trenton, New Jersey; law firms 
of Ralston & Siddons and Dudley & Michener of Washington, 
D.C.; and also hired was Mr. C.C. Van Riper, conveyancer. 

Some of the lines of investigation were: Pennsylvania 
real estate, District of Columbia real estate, personal 
property, French Spoliation Claims, 99-year leases, New 
Jersey real estate, and property in other states. 

The report of each attorney was similar. There were 
no assets of any kind remaining in Joseph Ball's estate. 
For example, on the French Spoliation Claims which were 
for ships, it was pointed out that the Ball claims were 
in a bad position. He was not the owner of the vessels, 
but a private underwriter. Congress had thrown out all 
the insurers' claims. 

No shred of evidence was found that any real estate 
was still owned by the estate or disposed of in any 
illegal manner. 

The opinion by Sharpe and Alleman on the Orphans 
Court record said: "We cannot see the least encourage- 
ment in this case to warrant the present distributees in 
giving the matter any further consideration or effort. 
It would be hard to imagine a case in which the chance 
of success would be less." 

Reluctantly, the officers of the Ball Estate Associa- 
tion had to conclude that there were no more leads to 
pursue and there was "absolutely nothing in the case for 
anybody." 


REPORT OF THE BALL ESTATE ASSOCIATION 
A Pennsylvania Pioneer 


Fortunately for. family historians, Mr. /E. Wo 7Gans, 
secretary-treasurer of the Association, presented the 
report of the association in the form of a printed book. 
He entitled it A Pennsylvania Pioneer (PP), and it con- 
tained the information the Association had collected.* 


*Unfortunately, Mr. Gans was not a genealogist so that the first 
few pages of Chapter XIV "Genealogies" were not accurate. The data 
was shown to be from Hayden's Virginia Genealogies (on a Virginia 
Ball family). Into that, A Pennsylvania Pioneer erroneously 
inserted the Pennsylvania Balls that were the heirs of this estate. 
That caused much confusion later for family researchers.

The estate records thus preserved are invaluable. 
Along with the actual estate records in A Pennsylvania 
Pioneer were other items. The two major sections of 
genealogical interest were the District of Columbia deed 
records to Charles DeSelding and the family records col- 
ected by Mr. V.'E.- Ball. 


Deed Records in the District of Columbia Filed by 
Charles DeSelding, 1854-1858 (18506 Res sDCadecd (let T) 


When Mr. DeSelding contacted Ball heirs to represent 
their interest in the estate, he also secured from many 
of the heirs on the paternal side their interest in the 


District of Columbia property. A Pennsylvania Pioneer 
said that he bought some for cash and on others he had 
agreed to pay 2/3 of what he recovered. There were 81 


of those deeds dated from 1854 to 1858 filed in the Dis- 
errct of Columbiat 

The property was undeveloped blocks at the time of 
Joseph Ball's death. He had owned them jointly with Mr. 
Standish Forde who died in 1806. They had bought them 
as a favor to Robert Morris when he was having such 
financial difficulty. During Ball's lifetime, the taxes 
had been paid. Many years after his death, most of the 
property had been sold for taxes. While Mr. DeSelding 
challenged some of the tax sales, he recovered little 
from the District of Columbia property. 

The records connected with those transactions are val- 
uable because spouses and places of residence were usu- 
ally named. 

Because geographic identification is so important in 
successfully tracing family history, any mention of place 
is retained in Ball Cousins. In some cases it has been 
found that actual place of residence was in a county 
adjacent to the one where the legal acknowledgement was 
taken. For example, some residents of Montgomery and 
Delaware counties of Pennsylvania made affidavits or 
Signed deeds to Mr. DeSelding in the City of Philadel- 
phia. Often, one member of a family identified a number 
of other relatives, and in some cases they would all be 
shown in one county when some of them lived elsewhere. 

In Ball Cousins residence or other geographic refer- 
ence is always given by county. When it says, "“he 
resided Berks PA," it means he resided in Berks County, 
Pennsylvania. When the town is known, it is shown in

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parentheses after the state. Example: Berks PA (Reading) 
means County of Berks, State of Pennsylvania, City of 
Reading. Philadelphia PA as used in later chapters 
means the County of Philadelphia unless’ specifically 
shown as "City of Philadelphia".

When used to supplement family information in later 
chapters, the information from the above deeds would 
read: 1858 DeS DC deed L147£454 showed 2.1.4.

Family Records (VEB) 


Beginning on page 650 of A Pennsylvania Pioneer there 
were some charts with family members given numbers. For 
most branches of the family, the information was limited 
to that in the estate beneficiaries' lists. However, 
detailed information was listed for many of the descend- 
ants of William Ball. Pennsylvania Pioneer stated those 
were collected by the Association president (V. E. Ball). 
It is assumed that most dates were taken from family 
Bibles, although the actual sources were not named in PP. 
The charts did furnish a 1900 record at a time when many 
of those listed were living and knew relationships from 
personal knowledge. The information that has been 
checked from those family charts has proved to be accu- 
rate as verified by U.S. icensus,; ) marriage, records mand 
other primary sources. 
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Other Family Data, A Pennsylvania Pioneer (PP) 


The two sources discussed above from PP and abbrevi- 
Avedms SommeveowlC decd ganda vEbw Were ther most gener 
ally useful items for family researchers aside from the 
actual estate records. There were other items of inter- 
est to particular families that are inserted in later 
chapters of this book with source shown as "PP", Those 
include such entries as 1897-8 affidavits, DeSelding 
correspondence, a letter of Dr. J. W. Compton, and an 
obituary of Samuel Richards (1818-1895). 

Along with information on Joseph Ball's cousins, PP 
incidentally contained family information on unrelated 
families such as the “Hope Farm" Balls, the Francis 
French family of New Jersey, and the heirs-at-law of 
Standish Forde. For extracts of that kind, please see 
the Appendix. 


ORIGINAL AFFIDAVITS ON FILE AT THE 
HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF PENNSYLVANIA (HSP-A) 


Among the extensive collection of Ball papers held 
by the Historical Society of Pennsylvania is one box 
labelled "Ball Family Papers 1855-1860, Legal and Gene- 
aLogical ss In that» box,. filed according to date, are 
almost 100 original affidavits made by various people 
in the years 1855-1860 proving the heirs to Joseph 
Ball's estate. They do not cover all the heirs, but 
the affidavits appear to cover those heirs who were rep- 
resented by Attorney Charles DeSelding. 

One or two letters in the handwriting of the person 
who later made an affidavit are in the files. Those 
demonstrate how the legal proof was gathered. The facts 
contained in the original letters were rewritten in the 
law office to conform to legal proof, sometimes listed 
both in tabular form by generations and also written 
out. The law clerk had a neat and legible handwriting. 
The legal paper was sent back to the person furnishing 
the information who signed it in the presence of a 
notary and returned it to DeSelding's office. The com- 
pleted affidavits were submitted to the auditor of the 
estate for payment at the time of the distribution. 

It must be emphasized that those affidavits did not 
cover all the heirs. The data from them is shown with 
the corresponding family in later chapters. 

Like the District of Columbia deeds, the affidavits 
offered some knowledge of the names of spouses and areas 


of residence. There were a few death dates. The affi- 
davits also showed line of descent, which makes them 
especially valuable. The affidavits were no doubt the

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1850 UNITED STATES CENSUS 


The census taken in 1850 was the first roll that 
named everyone. All former censuses listed only "heads 
of family" by name. There are state-wide indexes avail- 
able for 1850 that make it feasible to check the census 
for that year. When enough clues (spouse, place of resi- 
dence, children's names, etc.) were known to make it 
practical, an attempt was made to locate Joseph Ball's 
heirs in the 1850 census. 

The data given on the 1850 census roll included name 
(but “not relationship), sex,;) age;s occupation, value of 
property, and birthplace (state or country). Customarily, 
Ball Cousins in the appropriate place in later chapters 
gives reference [State (abbreviated by standard two cap- 
ital letters), county (written out), page number, and 
the census district when needed (as in populous counties 
on several rolls of microfilm)], names and ages. Places 
of birth are given if helpful. The occupation or value 
of property is shown only if it was unusual. Most men 
were farmers, and most property values were several hun- 
dred dollars. If needed (F) female and (M) male are 
listed. This is always done in cases of initials only in 
the census record. Family researchers would do well to 
consult the original entries. Ages given in census rec- 
ords were often approximate but, even so, most valuable 
to genealogists. Iniehisepook, © Le therbarth vearror va 
person is taken from a census record, it is shown "b 
ers 00". 

Besides spelling, which was always extremely variable, 
census information varies in other ways. How helpful to 
genealogists was the 1850 Edgar County, Illinois, enum- 
erator who put down the county of birth as well as_ the 
State. On the other hand, how unfortunate that a Berke- 
ley County, Virginia, enumerator listed wives only as 
"Mrs. John Doe" without listing their given names. 

One good result of the 1850 census search was the 
location of the county of residence. For example, the 
affidavit showed only that Job McWilliams lived in Wis- 
consin. The census found him in Winnebago County. The 
affidavit showed only that David Gordon lived in Missis- 
Sippi. The census found him in Hinds County. 

Since relationships were not stated in 1850, a re- 
searcher must not assume that all persons of the same 
Surname were immediate family nor that persons of dif- 
ferent surnames were unrelated.

While one can look at the census record and assume that 
Hannah was the wife of John G. Thompson and Samuel was 
their son, there is no clue as to any relationship be- 
tween them and Mr. Yorkes and Eliz. Frazier. Actually, 
Samuel Yorkes was the father of Hannah Thompson, and he 
was the grandfather of Elizabeth Frazier. Elizabeth's 
mother, Mary, was deceased and was the daughter of Sam- 
uel. This clarification is from estate records. 

The 1850 census often helps trace a family's westward 
migration. Parents might be born in Virginia or Penn- 
sylvania, older children in Kentucky or Ohio,and younger 
children in Missouri or Illinois. 

The 1850 census records are given in subsequent chap- 
ters with the appropriate family. 


MISCELLANEOUS SOURCES 


The list of other sources used in Ball Cousins is 
much like any check-list for genealogical information: 
wills, deeds, marriage records, family Bibles, cemetery. 
records, county histories, published and unpublished 
family histories, church records, and biographical col- 
lections. Each source is identified fully at the time 
it is used. 

Information received from other family historians is 
gratefully acknowledged here and specified under the 
appropriate family heading. 

No thorough search of miscellaneous sources was made. 
Those that were readily available were included in this 
book in order to help identify members of the families 
that were in the estate records. 


No family lists are free from errors, not even bene- 
ficiary lists. Each source must be evaluated and veri- 
fied from every possible angle before being fully 
accepted. The supplementary sources in this book are 
a beginning in that direction.

1. WILLIAM BALL, YEOMAN 


The exact year of William Ball's birth is not known. 
He was probably born while his parents, John and Sarah 
Ball, were living in Plymouth twp. of Philadelphia Co. 
There were birthdates in Gwynedd Monthly Meeting records 
for two of his sisters, Sarah in 1712 and Hannah in 1715. 
That indicated that the other children of John and Sarah 
were born after Sarah and Hannah--in years for which no 
records have survived. Since John Ball, William's broth- 
er, waS a bondsman in the administration of the estate 
of their father, it can be assumed that John was the 
older of the two brothers. Some sources say John was 
Dorie nin” 1718 . Because William was married by 1742 
(based on the birthdate of his oldest known child), a 
good estimate of his birth year would be around 1720. 

William married Martha Brumfield, daughter of Thomas 
and Susannah Brumfield, of Amity twp. There is a fine 
book by Ray C. Brumfield: Descendants of Thomas Brum- 
field of Berks County, Pennsylvania. Genealogy and Family 
History 1720 to 1960, (Indianapolis: John Woolman Press, 
Inc., 1962). Thomas Brumfield in his will written 5 Apr 
1774 named his daughter, Martha Ball. The will was pro- 
bated 28 Aug 1783 and was recorded in Berks Co PA Record 
Bk, b>. so AseLte tncluded. this” sentence: "\“nyyiwillsis 
that my said son Solomon shall pay and lay out for neces- 
Saries for my said daughter Martha Ball yearly what her 
necessity should require during her natural life." The 
fact that Thomas Brumfield asked Solomon to provide for 
Martha indicated that her husband, William Ball, probably 
died before April, 1774. It also showed that Martha was 
living in that area.*

Page 140 is a portion of an old map that showed early 
townships. Amity twp., where the Boones and Brumfields 
lived, was sparsely settled in 1743. Boone's mill was 
on the map. Also on the map was the location of Poole 
Forge for which Barnabas Rhoads accounted. To show the 
location of William Ball's farm, John Penn's’ Manor has 
been outlined with a dotted line. In those years Han- 
over (Lower Hanover) township extended to the Schuykill 
River. Judging by the description in the deed records, 
the farm where William Ball lived was in the western 
area of today's Pottstown twp. 

All three of William and Martha's sons left Penn- 
sylvania in their youth before they married. Three of 
their daughters remained in the area that is now Mont- 
gomery County. A fourth daughter moved to New Jersey 
and then to Virginia.

1.3. SUSANNAH BALL FISHER KEMPER 

Susannah was among the oldest of William Ball's chil- 
dren. She was deceased before 1826 when the estate re- 
cords showed nine surviving children. In 1857 the estate 
showed George as still living, named descendants of six 
others, and omitted entirely Robert and Mary. Robert 
had no issue, but Mary Mountjoy had many living descend- 
ants that should have been included in the 1857 list of 
beneficiaries. 

It is not known just when Susannah was born, but it 
was probably in Pennsylvania in the 1740s. A son, Sam- 
uel Fisher, was born around 1765. Her children were all 
by her marriage to Robert Fisher. Where she and Robert 
married is not known. They lived in New Jersey (Hack- 
ettstown) in 1767 when Dunlop was born. 

In June of 1774 Robert Fisher bought 118 acres in 
Fauquier VA (Deed Bk 6:4) on the west side of the main 
branch of Licking Run. It was adjacent to Susannah's 
brother, John Ball. Robert died by 18 Oct 1788 when 
Susannah married, second, Peter Kemper (Fauquier VA marr 
rec). On 27 Dec 1790 Peter and Susannah Kemper released 
any claim they might have on land belonging to Robert 
Fisher at his decease in favor of Samuel Fisher, shown 
as Robert's son and heir (Fauquier VA deed Bk 10:320). 
In 1796 Susannah gave consent for daughter Mary Fisher's 
marriage in Fauquier. Genealogy of the Kemper Family of 
the U. S. by W. M. Kemper and H. L. Wright (Geo. K. 
Hazlitt, Printers, Chicago:1899) (KemFamUS) said that 
Peter Kemper moved to Hamilton OH (Cincinnati) about 
1800. It is presumed that he and Susannah died there. 

VEB gave no information on the Fisher family. The 
affidavits on file at the Historical Society of Pennsyl- 
vania (HSP-A) that mention Fishers were made by 1.1.1.1. 
Thomas Ball, Jr., of Culpeper VA; James M. Tutt, age 41, 
of Fauquier VA; 1.3.1.2. Samuel B. Fisher of Fauquier VA; 
and 1.1.5. George L. Ball of Fauquier VA. Many of the 
Fishers gave authority to Charles DeSelding to try to 
get money for the Ball land in the District of Columbia, 
as shown in PP. The references are given at the appro- 
priate points.

1.5. THOMAS BALL 

Thomas Ball was born in 1754 probably in Pennsylvania 
and died in Lincoln Co., Kentucky, 1 Mar 1820. He was 
buried in the Old Reed Graveyard near Danville in what 
is now Boyle Co., Kentucky. As a young man he was one 
of the early settlers in Lincoln County, which was then 
part of Virginia. John Reed established Reed's Station 
in 1779. His wife was Lettice (Wilcox). Thomas Ball 
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married their daughter, Mary Reed*, in 1781 in Kentucky. 
In 1787 Thomas Ball bought 218 acres from his father-in- 
law (Lincoln KY Deed Bk A:314), and in 1793 he bought 
187 adjacent acres (Lincoln KY Deed Bk B:231). This 
land was. on the Dicks River and was probably the loca- 
tion of his home. Thomas Ball also had an interest in 
3,000 acres that included Ball's Knob. Many Lincoln KY 
land records mention Thomas and Mary Ball. He died tes- 
tate, (Lincoln KY@Wi1ll Bk G:99)- Ontemdun L82aeMarveear, 
widow of Thomas, married Capt. John C. Richardson (Lin- 
coln KY marr rec). She died 10 Mar 1822, age 60 years, 
and was buried in the Old Reed Graveyard.

After 
retiring as governor, he moved to Memphis. From 1851 
to 1857 he served as U. S. Senator from Tennessee.

The auditor's final 
paragraph in 1857 stated: "The shares reported to the 
descendants of Sarah Johnson, deceased, who was a daugh- 
ter of Abigail Gilbert, one of the paternal aunts of 
Joseph Ball, are to be paid in the first instance, to 
her executor, represented by Horatio G. Jones, Esq." 
Sarah's children and grandchildren were named in the 
beneficiary list, so this seems to mean that her estate 
was not yet settled.

4. SARAH BALL CUSTER 


Sarah Ball was born 30 October 1712, the oldest child 
of John and Sarah Ball of Plymouth twp PA. Her birth 
was recorded at the Gwynedd Monthly Meeting of Friends. 
She died 10 December 1779. About 1735 she married Paul 
Custer who was born about 1710 in PA and who died 10 
November 1783. 

Paul Custer who married Sarah Ball was the son of 
Arnold and Rebecca Custer (Philadelphia PA Deed Bk I 14: 
501). Arnold was baptized 9 June 1669 in Kaldenkirchen, 
Germany, the oldest child of Paul (Paulus) Custer 
(Kusters) and Gertrud Doors. There is much published 
historical information about the Krefeld Mennonite immi- 
grants who founded Germantown early in Penn's colony. 

In The Pennsylvania Genealogical Magazine XXXI:3 (1980) 
is an article "The Ancestry of the Thirteen Krefeld Emi- 
grants of 1683" by Wilhelm Niepoth translated by John 
Brockie Lukens. It documents the family connections of 
Paul and Gertrude Custer who moved to Pennsylvania about 
1691-1693. 

A bond of Paul Custer for 14 Pounds was listed in the 
assets of his father-in-law, John Ball, at Ball's decease 
in 1741. Paul and Sarah Custer resided in Perkiomen twp, 
one of the original townships in what is now Montgomery 
County, Pennsylvania.

Jonathan Custer/Custard was born 4 Oct 1738 in the 
area that became Montgomery PA and died in Berks PA by 
13 Nov 1823 when his daughter-in-law Rosanna Custard and 
grandson Samuel Custard were made administrators of his 
estate. On 13 Nov 1823 Rosanna and Samuel were also 
made administrators of the estate of Jonathan Custer, Jr. 
So it is probable that Jonathan, Sr., died quite some 
time before 1823 and that Jonathan, Jr., was handling 
the estate of his father. Upon the death of Jonathan, 
Jr., his wife and son were also appointed to handle the 
CSitacerO eviOnatian, moi 

Jonathan Custer married cl1758 Hannah (Peters) Kendall, 
widow of Benjamin Kendall. She was born cl1735 and died 
1805 in Berks PA. Jonathan and Hannah are buried in 
Amityville cemetery, Berks. This information was fur- 
nished by Lillian Werndle Swanson of Defiance, MO.

The petition listed 
Hannah's descendants and, though dated 1857, seems to be 
as of 1826. It was given as [31] in Chapter III and is 
referred to as "Holloway petition". 

The estate auditors had some problems connected with 
the Holloway family. On the 1826 list, Hannah's share 
was divided 10 ways with three shares shown "Name un- 
known". The 1857 petition--like both distribution lists-— 
named only seven heirs, but the petition did name one 
other child, Samuel, who died unmarried. However, the 
1857 distribution again divided the Holloway share into 
10 parts. It is possible that the auditors were required 
to reserve the three shares for "names unknown" because 
there was no sworn affidavit that they were deceased 
without issue.

Smith, was a leading citizen of Old Gloucester County, 
New Jersey. He served in the Revolution, was wounded at 
the Battle of Trenton, and went home to become Colonel 
of the Gloucester militia. He also encouraged the priva- 
teers that were preying on British ships. The "House of 
Richard Wescoat" at The Forks was a meeting-place and 
auction center for them. Wescoat was a wealthy man who 
had much property and many business interests, including 
Pleasant Mills. On 22 May 1812 Richard Wescoat Sr. of 
Great Egg Harbor deeded land for the use of a Community 
Church at Mays Landing. 

Col. Richard Wescoat died 9 Mar 1825 at Mays Landing. 
Samuel Mickle on March 16th made this entry in his diary: 
"Village Herald of this date says, ‘Died at his resi- 
dence at Mays Landing on Wed. last 9th inst. Colonel 
Richard Wescott in ye 92 year of his age." But agreeable 
to what he told me a few years ago he was but in his 90th 
year viz. 89 years & 4 mo. of age."* 

Richard Wescoat left the following will: 


I Richard Westcot of Hamilton Township Gloucester County and 
State of New Jersey being of sound mind and memory do make and 
publish this for my last will and testament. 

First, I give and bequeath to my wife Margaret Wescoat the place 
where I now live during her natural life. I likewise give and 
bequeath to my wife all the goods in the house where I now live 
together with a coloured woman called Luce Skip. Likewise two 

of the best horses and four of the best milk cows and one wagon 
and gears for the two horses forever. 

Secondly, I give and bequeath to my daughter Charlotte Wheaton 
during her natural life the house and lot where she now lives. 
Thirdly, I give and bequeath to my daughter Margaret Perry the 
house and the two lots where she now lives during her natural 
life. 

Fourth: It is my wish will and desire that Lewis M. Walker shall 
have all the property that was conveyed by deed date August Twen- 
ty-second A.D. 1780 recorded in the clerks office of Gloucester 
County Lib A folio 101 of Deeds also one fourth part of ten acres 
surveyed lying on Great Egg Harbour River called and known by the 
name of the high bank all which lands was conveyed to Robert 
Mattox and Richard Wescoat by Richard Somers share and share 
alike. Also one other tract conveyed by Constant Somers by deed 
to Mattox and Wescoat which was located to Constant Somers the 
deed of which is mislaid but no doubt will be found on record 

in the county office: also one other tract or piece of land 
which was located for Robert Mattox and Richard Wescoat for five 
hundred and forty acres; that is to say I wish said Walker to 
have all the land that I now stand seized of in anywise belonging

Sixth, It is my will and desire that my black girls Jin and Hat

Seventh, it is my will and desire that the place which I have 
given my wife, and the houses and lots which I have given my two 
daughters be sold by my Executors after the death of my said wife 
and my two daughters which said property is to be sold in the 
following manner, viz. the homestead at the death of my wife and 
the lot & house at the death of my daughter Charlotte Wheaton 
where she now lives: and the house & two lots at the death of my 
daughter Margaret Perry where she now lives and not untill then. 

It is my will and desire that the money or moneys arising 
on the sale of my real and personal property after the payment of 
my debts be vested in the hands of my Executors for the use of my
